continue as large, if it does not be 
come heavier, until late in the fall. 
This is but one element tending to im- 
prove the position of the alkaloid, oth- 
erand perhaps more cogent reasons 
existing to encourage the advance. 
Prices, it is now contended, have been 
too low in comparison with the price 
of bark to be profitable to the manu- 
facturers, yet the latter are responsible 
for the low rates that have  pre- 
vailed since the beginning of the year. 
This condition of depression was arti- 
ficially produced by the policy pursued 
by the manufacturers in keeping 
prices down, until they had secured 
adequate supplies of bark at low fig- 
ures, or as some believe for the pur- 
pose of curtailing competition by 
freezing out competitors. If either or 
both of these were the actuating influ- 
ences in the recent depression, they 
appear to have failed of their object. 
None of the foreign manufacturers 
have permanently suspended and so 
far as influencing the price of bark, 
the manufacturers’ tactics have been 
of no avail. 

The position of bark is a particular- 
ly strong one, which was indicated to 
an extent by the recent auctions in 
London and Amsterdam, and will be, 
probably, more decisively demon- 
strated at the approaching sales. At 
any rate these late sales tend to show 
that there is a bottom to the bark 
market beyond which it is idle to ex- 
pect prices to go. It is unnecessay to 
review the causes which have operated 
to produce the present conditions con- 


trolling the market for Ceylon 
barks. Suffice it, that, so far 
as the statisties have been 


made up, there is a shortage in the 
shipments from Ceylon, amounting to 
three million pounds less than the 
quantity shipped during the corre- 
sponding period last season. Mean- 
while the shipments of Java bark have 
increased one million pounds over last 
year. The Java being richer in qui- 
nine than the bark now coming for- 
ward from Ceylon, the increase in the 
shipments of the former should more 
than make up for a corresponding de- 
crease in the Ceylon shipments, and 
this would be so were it not for the 
fact that the bulk of the bark sent 
from Ceylon during the current season 
has been very inferior in quality and 
deficient in alkaloidal strength. Hence 
the actual shortage in the bark supply 
must be calculated as fully two million 
pounds at the least. 

In the present position of bark, 
therefore, we have a good reason for 
an advance in the price of quinine, 
but a reason that might not have had 
full weight but for the change of policy 
onthe part of the foreign manufac- 
turers. This is indicated by the recent 
action of a leading German manufac- 
turer, who has been systematically 
bearing the quinine market, for the 
supposed purpose of getting cheap 
bark, in withdrawing offers to sell for 
future delivery at former prices.

A sensational report emanating from 
4 Savannah paper has caused consid- 
erable comment in this city, and while 
not considered wholly accurate by 
some dealers, it fully illustrates the 
tendency of the market for the lower 
grades of rosin. According to this re- 
port, the market for low grades is suf- 
fering from paralysis. Never before in 
the history of the Savannah market 
has the price been so low, and it 
threatens to go still lower. But it can- 
not get much duller than it is. Factors 
are doing absolutely nothing with 
grades below M, except receiving them. 
Everything beiow G is quoted at 75 
cents. Water white is 10 cents higher 
than it was a year ago, and window 
glass is quoted at the same figures that 
it sold for last year on the correspond- 
ing day. All other grades are from 13 
to 27 cents lower than they were in 
1887. At 75 cents a barrel the manu- 
facturer scarcely comes out even on 
his rosin—some may even make a loss 
on it. Low grades are still coming in, 
too, the manufacturers evidently hay- 
ing not discovered the real situation. 
It is piling up in the yards and will be 
apt to continue to do so, because there 
are not likely to be any sales of conse- 
quence made for some time to come. 

The low price is said to be attributa- 
ble largely to the lack of freight room. 
It is next to impossible to ship naval 
stores by water now from that port, 
and buyers will not touch rosin. There 
is one vessel in the port loading, but 
there is no telling when another will 
come. They could be brought there 
by the promise of big freight rates, 
but the buyers are not offering premi- 
ums for charters. 

Since the date of the above‘report a 
further decline of five cents has been 
experienced and prices are now twenty- 
five to thirty cents below those ruling 
at the same time in 1887. This, of 
course, applies to grades from ‘‘G” 
down. 

The producers are not in such a bad 
way, however, as has been painted in 
the report; true, there is no money in 
rosin at 70c. To a certain extent it is 
of secondary importance, or rather in 
the making of turpentine, the rosin is 
what naphtha is in the manufacture of 
kerosene oil, namely,a side product and 
with spirits at their present price, pro- 
ducers could, as has been stated they 
are doing in some quarters, run 
their rosin on the ground and still 
make money.

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THE OIL FIELDS IN AUGUST. 


The operations in the petroleum 
producing fields during the month of 
August, the tenth month of the re- 
stricted drilling, show that ninety-six 
wells were completed, which is an in- 
erease of fourteen over the number 
completed during July, and gives evi- 
dence that the wildcatter has been 
stimulated by the higher prices 
brought about by the action of the 
associated producers. The number of 
failures was over thirty-seven per cent. 
of the total number of completed 
wells, and as the new production 
shows an increase of only 645 barrels 
to be credited to the increase of four- 
teen in new wells, the wildcatter does 
not appear to have been bountifully 
rewarded for his hazardous iigvest- 
ments. The average production of 
the August wells was nineteen barrels 
and the average of the producing 
wells was a little over thirty barrels 
per well. This result cannot be regard- 
ed as sufficient inducement to con- 
tinue indiscriminate wildcatting with 
prices of the product below the dollar 
mark, and taking the results as shown 
by these figures the month has been 
an unsatisfactory one for the driller. 
The new rigs in process of erection at 
the close of August numbered sixty- 
one, an inerease of fifteen for the 
month, but as the drilling wells show 
a decrease of eighteen, there’is a de- 
crease of three in the total of new 
work. Assuming that one hundred 
of the wells drilling will come in dur- 
ing the present month, with an average 
production the same as the August 
wells, the total new production at the 
end of September would amount to 
1,900 barrels, or about the same 
amount as at the close of August. 
This is not an encouraging prospect 
for the wildcatter. But it is the ele- 
ment of uncertainty and possibility of 
a big strike that proves the attraction, 
each driller, like the purchaser of a 
lottery ticket, hoping to capture a 
capital prize. The efforts will doubt- 
less be continued during the present 
month, and we shall not besurprised to

States has shown a material increase. 
Comparing the data last season with 
present figures, it is found that the 
total imports of drugs, essential oils, 
patent medicines, English, French and 
German chemicals, pomades, floral 
waters and druggists’ sundries at New 
Orleans show an increase of over ten 
per cent. over the same period of 1887. 
Shipments of drugs from that port to 
the Pacific slope, New Mexico and 
Arizona, have become a very impor- 
tant feature lately, and as to the com- 
parative progress made during the 
year it is said that the wholesale drug 
trade of New Orleans is far ahead of 
any other branch of business. ‘It 
represents more capital and the in- 
vestments are being gradually aug- 
mented while the improvement of 
buildings and enlargement of capacity 
are indications of increased prosperity. 
Encouragement is also to be found in 
the net results from the paint, glass, 
varnish and other lines, not only in 
New Orleans, but in Charleston and 
Savannah, thus demonstrating that 
the Southern States are coming to the 
front, notwithstanding the many un- 
fortunate disasters of the past, in- 
cluding floods, earthquakes and yellow 
fever. 

The value of the business in phos- 
phate rock at Charleston was $1,513,889 
in the year just closed, against 
$1,278,697 for the preceding year, 
leaving a gain of $235,192. The bulk 
of the phosphate territory is owned in 
Charleston, and therefore the bulk of 
the profit, over and above the simple 
cost of production, is retained there. 
The amount of the trade in commer- 
cial fertilizers was $3,821,882 in 1887-88, 
compared with $2,612,660 for the pre- 
ceding year, making an increase of 
$1,209,172. These fertilizers, it will be 
remembered, are manufactured, near- 
ly entirely, in and around that city. 
To the profit which is obtained by 
mining the erude rock is to be added 
the profit in converting the raw ma- 
terial into the merchantable fertilizer. 
This industry has been placed on @ 
new basis by an agreement among the 
phosphate mining companies, which 
was urgently required to prevent ruin- 
ous competition.

PARAFFINE OLLS. 

A scarcity of paraffine oils and @ 
higher market are considered among 
the probabilities when the Autumn 
trade is under way, owing to the sup- 
posed limited capacity on the part of 
some manufacturers and a continua- 
tion of the increased demand, but this 
impression is not founded on fact. 
When the short supplies inconven- 
ienced buyers last Spring the RE- 
PORTER said that the unusual feature 
of the market was only temporary and 
that the production would be increased 
gradually to meet all wants. This 
statement has been confirmed by subse- 
quent events and while some of the 
smaller manufacturers may find them- 
selves short of stock, there is no ap- 
parent scarcity in the general market 
as orders are promptly filled, and ac- 
cording to present indications, the 
winter supply will be ample to meet 
the better demand. The ruling quo- 
tations are not likely to be changed 
unless there is a permanent advance 
in crude certificates and refined oil. 
The steady feeling and moderate prices 
of paraffine oils have assisted to in- 
crease their sale and it is an object to 
discourage all advances not justified 
by circumstances. 

There is some curiosity to learn the 
result of experiments in making paraf- 
fine oils from the Lima product, and if 
this prolific source of supply will have 
any effect upon the market. We have 
not heard of Lima paraffine oils being 
offered here, but it is known that they 
have been made, and probably are pro- 
duced at the moment, but not in suffi- 
cient quantity to disturb regular trade. 
While the Bradford field holds out, 
refiners will hardly find it necessary t 
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make a change, but in case of exhaus- 
tion, the Lima product will no doubt 
be used although the quality is ques- 
tioned. The export outlet is very grat- 
ifying, and the reputation gained for 
paraffine oils abroad by sending a 
superior article, will result in greater 
returns ata later period. 

The arrangement made between the 
Scotch producers of shale and Ameri- 
can manufacturers of paraffine oilsand 
wax, as reported in this paper last 
March, we learn has worked satisfac- 
torily. In order to carry out the agree- 
ment the Scotch producers have re- 
duced their output twelve and a half 
per cent. The present production of 
wax in America and Scotland will 
therefore prevent the usual surplus. 
Apparently with less business than 
formerly the Scotch companies are 
more prosperous, if we are to judge 
from the favorable reports of prospec 
tive dividends. While this agreement 
is made for twelve months there is 
every probability of its being con- 
tinued for several renewal periods. 
The new arrangement has made very 
little change in prices, the main object 
being to have a harmonious feeling 
among the manufacturers on both 
sides of the Atlantic and prevent the 
speculative tendency of previous 


years, which had a ruinous effect on 
trade.

THE SUICIDAL POLICY OF DRUG 
JOBBERS. 


The multiplicity of advertising price 
lists, and quasi pharmaceutical jour- 
nals, the publication of which has 
been variously characterized as ‘‘coun- 
tenanced blackmail” ‘legalized rob- 
bery” and ‘“ commercial phlebottomy” 
is just now the subject of renewed at- 
tention, and calls forth an earnest pro- 
test from the victims. At an informal 
conference of manufacturing pharma- 
cists and chemists during the session 
of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation at Detroit, last week, the sub- 
ject was forcibly discussed. From the 
tenor of the correspondence on this 
question, which has appeared, from 
time to time, in the columns of the 
REPORTER the attitude of the manu- 
facturers is well understood, and it is 
almost unnecesary to state that the re- 
cent discussion took the form of an 
unqualified condemnation of all job- 
bers who levy tribute upon the manu- 
facturers for the support of their price 
lists and house organs. The insistance 
of one firm of jobbers that the manu- 
facturers should advertise at the rate 
of a thousand dollars a page in a bulky 
volume that is intended to be a com- 
plete catalogue of drugs, chemicals, 
pharmaceutical preparations and ap- 
pliances, etc., etc., appears to be the 
last straw of the load the overburdened 
manufacturers are called upon tw car- 
ry. This last method of squeezing an 
extra discount out of the manufactur- 
ers was the more earnestly protested 
against because the latter have previ- 
ously been compelled to pay tribute to 
this same house, through the advertis- 
ing columns of its regular periodical 
price list and its so-called pharmaceti- 
cal journal. 

If the jobbers have not already been 
warned of the danger of their course— 
and it would appear that they have 
not—they should now see that persis- 
tence in itis likely to drive the manu- 
facturers to decisive and even organ- 
ized resistance. It is a growing evil to 
which there are no defined limits, and 
having fastened itself, like a leech up- 
on the drug trade, it threatens to sap 
its very vitality. It may occur to 
some of the jobbers that the pur- 
suit of this policy is __ invit- 
ing their own’ extermination § as 
as middlemen. In recent years, in 
other lines of trade, without special 
incentive beyond the desire for closer 
relations between consumer and pro- 
ducer, there has been a strong ten- 
dency to crowd out the middle-man, 





and, in instances, this has been actual- ceived by mail no accurate opinion 


ly consummated, the result being to 
bring the manufacturer and consumer 
into close contact with apparently sat- 
isfactory results to both. This ten- 
dency is not lacking in the drug trade, 
since it permeates all branches of com- 
merce, and unless the jobbers wish to 
compass their own total eclipse and be 
compelled to enter the lists as manu- 
facturers, a natural conservatisin 
should suggest that they abandon all 
practices that invite the antagonism of 
manufacturers and consumers. The 
threat, held out as an inducement, or 
rather compulsory influence, that un- 
less the nanufacturer pays for adver- 
tising space in the jobber’s price list or 
house organ, or unabridged catalogue, 
the sale of competing goods, or the 
manufacture of imitations will be en- 
eouraged to the exclusion of that man- 
ufacturer’s goods, will not encourage a 
high regard for the jobber’s interests

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE QUO- 

TATIONS. 

It is stated that buyers of spirits of 
turpentine are mislead by the quota- 
tions given out by some of the com- 
mission houses in the trade and pub- 
lished in a number of the journals. 
For instance, at the date of present 
writing the market is firm at thirty- 
eight and a half cents, yet it is re- 
ported by these commission houses 
that thirty-eight cents will buy. If it 
was added that the sellers meant that 
the latter price would be accepted for 
spirits of turpentine in Old Dominion 








































barrels, no harm would be done, since 
it is generally known that stock so 
packed is worth one-half cent per 
gallon less than the same goods in 
good barrels. As New York quota- 
tions are copied in the Southern 
papers, the idea of the commission 
houses is to induce their principals to 
believe that they are getting the best 
market prices for their stock, when in 
reality they are getting half a cent less 
than the actual market. 

The position of spirits of turpentine 
at the present time is a very strong 
one, not only here but, from all ac- 
counts, in the Southern markets. The 
stock here is practically exhausted, 
and, though arrivals are due the 
coming week, they will come on a bare 
market, and are not likely therefore to 
exert a depressing effect. On the other 
hand, it is not probable that prices 
will advance materially, though a 
temporary rise pending the expected 


arrivals is not improbable.

ADULTERATED BALSAM COPAIBA. 

Comparatively few buyers of balsam 
copaiba among those who use it in 
manufacturing processes are aware of 


in the mind of the manufacturer, even 
though he may submit to pay the 
tribute demanded. Every manufac- 
turer who is thus antagonized and 
driven for hisown protection to direct 
dealings with consumers and small 
distributors is just one more nail in the 
coffin of the jobber. 

There is another phase of the ques- 
tion which may not appeal to the 
jobber-publishers, but which on the 
broad ground of equity deserves con- 
sideration. We refer toits injustice to 
the jobber who does not exact these 
extra discounts. True he has the same 
privilege as his competitors of de- 
manding such support, and would 
probably obtain it, but a sense of 
commercial dignity forbids that he 
should place himself on the plane of 
patronage hucksters. The injustice of 
his position arises from the fact that 
the manufacturers, being forced to 
pay heavy toll for the services of the 
jobber-publishers, are compelled to 
equalize their expenses by demanding 
full market rates from the jobber im- 
posing no such condition, thus placing 
him at a great disadvantage in com- 
peting for trade; and in the general

OXALIC ACID. 

After six months of low prices the 
market for oxalic acid has suddenly 
advanced to eight and a half cents for 
ten ton lots, which is two and a half 
cents per pound higher than the low- 
est figure touched during that period. 
The only intelligence received thus 
far has been by cable and no cause is 
assigned for the important change, 
but there is a well grounded belief that 
the combination of German and Eng- 
lish makers has succeeded afterseveral 
months of sharp competition in per- 
suading the outside manufacturers to 
accept the agreement under which the 
majority are working and assist to 
strengthen the consolidated interests. 
It is known that the anti-combination 
makers have been very persistent in 
their opposition and that an unprofit- 
able business has been conducted in 
consequence of their efforts to compete 
with older and stronger houses who 
had an aggregation of capital and in- 
fluence to support them, but it was 
considered only a question of time 
when the cause of the trouble would 
be removed, and that time seems to 
have arrived, The market is expected

The resulting compound has 
a finer appearance, a heavier body, 
and actually sells better than the 
genuine balsam, whereas, as has been 
stated, it is really a very inferior 
article. Itis said that Para, Mara- 
caiboand Maranham balsams, relieved 
of their oil, and worked over or 
“tanked” together with wood oil or 
Gurjan balsam, present such a nice 
appearance that the difference be- 
tween the compound and a pure 
article retaining all of its oil (its valua- 
ble property), cannot be distinguished 
by the average consum r, and he can 


be readily prevailed upon to take the 
former in preference to the latter, even 


at the same valuation, 


One of the effects of this scheme of 
adulteration has been to cheapen the 
cost of copaiba oil to the consumer. 
Many of the consumers and dealers 
who formerly distilled their own oil, 
now find it cheaper to buy what they 
need, since they can buy the oil for 
thirty to forty per cent. less than they 
can produce it. It should be stated 
that the quality of the oil has not de- 
preciated.

QUICKSILVER VERMILION. 


Considerable interest is manifested 
in the action of the quicksilver ver- 
milion combination in reducing the 
price of that article three cents per 
pound at a time when the quicksilver 
market was sensitive and with strong 
probabilities of an advance. It is in- 
timated that the action was prompted 
by a desire to discourage outside compe- 
tition, as another manufacturer is said 
to be in the field, but dilligent inquiry 
has failed to confirm the report. The 
combination embraces all the makers 
and no person in the trade has any 
knowledge of any new enterprise. It 
is merely a suspicion without founda- 
tion, and buyers should not be misled 
by statements which cannot be traced 
to areliable source. If the vermilion 
market followed quicksilver closely 
there would be no stability to values 
as the latter is purely a speculative ar- 
ticle and rises and falls at the pleasure 
of the leading operators abroad, who 
have introduced Wall street tactics 
into their business and are not regula- 
ted by the natural law of supply and 
demand. When vermilion was re- 
duced there had been talk of a firmer 
market for quicksilver but like on 
previous occasions when bullish re- 
ports were circulated, it failed to mater- 
ialize until after the combination con- 
cluded to act, when some holders of 
quicksilver advanced their views and 
others continued to quote former 
prices. There isno significance to the 
altered prices on vermilion, the change 
being the result of the natural ten- 
dency of the market, and in conform- 
ity with the relative values of quick- 
silver. It is expected that present 
quotations for the former will continue 
throughout this month, notwithstand- 
ing the daily fluctuations in the latter, 
but apermanent advance would no 
doubt cause a corresponding change in 
vermilion.

THE WHITE LEAD SWINDLER 
AGAIN, 


The white lead swindler is again on 
his rounds with the same stale methods 
of swindling and his victims are to be 
found among the same enterprising 
elass of merchants who are too busy 
to read the papers, in which this fellow 
has been so completely exposed. He 
is a smart chap,for he appears to know 
the men who do not read the papers 
and who are consequently easy victims. 
His path is well defined by worthless 
drafts which have been promptly 
cashed, as a tribute to his insinuating 
manner and brilliant conversational 
powers. The accomodating merchants 
feel agrieved when the drafts are re- 
turned as worthless, not so much over 
the swindler’s lack of good faith, as be- 
cause the white lead corroder whose 
name he used did not warn them in 
time. They go right along their be- 
night~d way, however, without at- 
tempu.ng to keep themselves posted, 
and the next swindler that happens 
along finds a dupe ready to his hand. 

The merchants who thus allow 
themselves to be taken in, deserve no 
sympathy. It is a question whether 
they are not as detrimental to the 
public welfare as the class of swindlers 
they encourage and foster by their 
over-confidence in their own powers of 
discernment, their stupidity, their 
indifference to repeated warnings, or 
all three combined. For the sake of 
the corroders’ peace of mind, it is to be 
hoped that this particular swindler 
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will be promptly eaptured and placed 
where he can do no further harm. In 
January last we printed a portrait of a 
fellow who had been operating under 
the name of Lazier in the varnish 
trade, as the probable likeness of the 
swindler who has for so long been 
troubling the white lead men. From 
descriptions of the latter recently 
given it seems quite certain that 
Lazier and he are the same man. The 
portrait we reproduce in this issue in 
the hope that it may lead to the swin- 
dler’s apprehension.

Dr. H. M. Johnson, of Jottnson & Shaw, man- 
ufacturing chemists of Boston, has gone into 
northern Ontario on a two months’ ducking 
trip. 

The paper mill which Cheney Brothers, 
Manchester, Conn., lately bought of Frederick 
L, Case, has been leased to F. D. Hale and Rob- 
ert Post. 

Bavaria’s salt mines have an annual produc- 
tion of 30,000 tons of table and 4,000 tons of 
rock salt and are extensive enough to supply 
the world. 

The past year showed a considerable increase 
in the business of the New Orleans cotton oil 
mills, the receipts of cottonseed exceeding 
those of the previous year by 80 per cent.— 
N. O. Times-Dem. 

Messrs. H. Wm. Dopp & Son, of Buffalo, N. 
Y., manufacturers of soapmakers’ and butch- 
ers’ machinery, have issued an illustrated cata- 
logue which will be found very interesting to 
the trades mentioned.

At Washington, D. C., Sept. 7, a fire de- 
stroyed Memmert & Co.’s soap factory on 
Rock Creek, in the suburbs. About $12,000 
worth of tallow was consumed, and the build- 
ing and machinery were damaged to the ex- 
tent of $5,000. The insurance is $5,000, 

Mr. L. C. Haughey, formerly general mana- 
gerof the Pittsburgh Glue Co., Limited, (W.

Senator Gorman last week introduced a bill 
to further suspend for five years from April 
18th, 1889, the operation of section 5,574 of the 
Revised Statutes, which prohibits Americans 
who may discover guano islands from selling 
the products of those islands to persons not 
residents of the United States. 


Mr. William Rupp, the analytical and con- 
sulting chemist of this city, has removed his 
laboratory to much larger and more desirable 
quarters at #7 Water street, where he has 
abundant room for all kinds of work in his 
line. Manufacturers and others having analy- 
ses or chemical investigations to make, would 
do well to apply for terms, etc.

The 
crews of the lost vessels, numbering 109, were 
rescued by the Bear and taken to San Fran- 
cisco. 

The Italian Admiralty have recently caused 
to be carried out a number of experiments 
with a view to testing the comparative merits 
of castor oi] and of olive oil for lubricating 
purposes on board ship. From the results ob- 
tained they have given orders that henceforth 
all exposed parts of machinery are to be lubri- 
eated exclusively with castor oil, while mine- 
ral oils are to be used for cylinder and similar 
lubrication,

The statement was made by Senator Gor- 
man in Washington last week, that since the 
discovery of phosphate rocks in the Carolinas 
and Georgia, whose product may be sold 
everywhere, the guano islands cannot be 
worked successfully unless the markets of the 
world are thrown open tothem. <A phosphate 
company, the owner of one of these islands, 
says that the price of its product has declined 
from $25 to $6 per ton. 

The Sudsena Manufacturing Company, of 
939 North Front street, Philadelphia, made an 
assignment last week for the benefit of their 
creditors. James M. West was appointed the 
assignee. The liabilities are estimated to be 
$3,000 and the assets $600. The company was 
organized several years ago to manufacture 
patent scaps. ‘The officers of the firm are: 
President, H. D. Stimson, and secretary, James 
Longwell. They had taken out anumber of 
patents of late and were just beginning to en- 
large their works. 

Dr. Lewis Balch, secretary of the New York 
State Board of Health, attended a special 
meeting of the Newtown Board of Health last 
week and submitted eleven new rules formu- 
lated by the State board and intended to se- 
cure the abatement of nuisances caused by 
fertilizer, ink, chemical and fat boiling works. 
The new rules provide heavy penalties for all 
failures to abate the nuisances. They were 
adopted unanimously. The State board's ac- 
tion is caused: by demands of citizens of New 
York and Brooklyn. 

Messrs. I. L. Lyons & Co., the wholesale 
druggists of New Orleans, have just completed 
the erection of an eight story brick building, 
and moved into the new quarters a few days 
since. The entire establishment is equipped 
with the Walworth automatic sprinkler sys- 
tem, insuring an automatic discharge of water 
in case of fire. Pipes are connected with a se- 
ries of tanks on the roof containing over 20,000 
gallons of water. <A rise of the temperature 
in any of these departments to 120° will start 
the sprinklers therein, automatically ring the 
fire alarm and start the pump in the engine 
room to refilling the tanks. 


Mr. Herman recently brought before the So- 
ciety of Chemical Industry some exceedingly 
curious specimens of phosphorous crystallized 
by sublimation in closed tubes from which the 
air had been extracted. The forms of the crys- 
tals belong to the cubic system, like those of 
the diamond, and they are, like the latter, 
formed of a very large number of facettes. 
Their action upon light is also similar to that 
exerted by the diamond, so that the crystals of 
phosphorus, smallas they are, give out all the 
colors of the spectrum with great brillianecy. 
They are, in fact, like miniature diamonds. 
When exposed to the light they become coy- 
ered with an opaque red coating. 


On Saturday last at a meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Essex Paper Company, Bloom- 
field, N. J., it was determined to shut down 
the mill, dispose of the property and wind up 
the business. The assets of the company con- 
sist of real estate, machinery, etc., $77,000, and 
eash on hand $3,64277, a total of $80,642 76; 
against which there are liabilities of mortgage. 
$30,000, and other indebtedness, $17,300, a tote! 
of $47,3000. The assets of cash and what can 
be at once turned into cash amount to $7,800, 
which will be distribnted to the creditors, re- 
ducing the indebtedness to $9,500, The com- 
pany willask a three month's extension in 
order to enable it to realize on its mill proper- 
ty. 

The New Jersey Dairy Commission one year 
ago begana scientific inspection of food arti- 
clesand drugs sold in that State, and some 
very valuable results have been attained, 
Speaking of the laws which New Jersey has 
provided in regard to food and drug adultera- 
tion, Prof. Wallace said: The penalty for food 
and drug adulteration is $50 fine for each of- 
fense. As yet no prosecutions have been in- 
stituted, asin cases where articles are found 
to be below the standard we first gaye the deal- 
ers notice, and if upon inspection later the 
goods are still found deticient the parties are 
prosecuted. All the State laws on the subject 
have been tested and their constitutionality 
affirmed.” He says that the druggists, asa 
general rule, sell a pure article, 





PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The Versailles Gas Company has struck a 
good well at McKeesport, Pa. 
~ The Union Gas, Oil and Mineral Company, of 
Minier, I1l., will sink a test well. 

A company has been formed at Bedford, Pa., 
to investigate the gas territory about Mor- 
rison’s cave. 

The sixteenth natural gas well at Marion, 
Ind., has been drilled, producing a gusher of 
10,000 feet capacity. 

The Toledo Tank Line Company have re- 
moved their offices to room 21, corner of Mad- 
ison and Superior streets, 

A new departure in the Russian oil trade is 
the chartering of the English steamship 
Odessa to carry a cargo of petroleum from 
Batoum, Russia, to London. 

A new pipe line sixteen miles long is tole 
built from the Geld oi} field in Butler county, 
































controlled by W.S. and J. M. Guffey, to Sum- 
ner station, just above Sharpsburg, on the 
West Penn railroad. 

Last Wednesday the drill ina water well at 
the DuBois, Pa., tannery struck oil at a depth 
of 486 feet. As the tools were withdrawn to 
sand pump, the oil rose to within six feet of 
the top op of the zasing. 

James Flintoft, liquidator of the Alpha Oil, 
Gas and Mining Company, limited, of Ontario, 
has issued a dividend sheet announcing a divi- 
dend of seventy-five cents on the dollar upon 
the preferred or privileged wage claims 
against the Alpho, 

The Galician Oil Prospecting Company, lim- 
ited, of London, have received a report from 
their consulting engineer, to the effect that 
oil has been struck on their Leuki property at 
a depth of 240 metres, and that the indications 
for quantity are most promising. 

Coal, oil, and natural gas have been known 
in Japan for the last ten centuries. In 18/9 
the number of productive oil wells was 474, 
the average depth 117 feet, and the average 
daily production 4 gallons, The wells are dug 
by manual labor, and the oil is raised by means 
of buckets. The total production of oil in 1884 
was 9,496,866 lbs. Natural gas does not appear 
to be much sought for, 

The following bids were received at the 
office of the inspector of the fourteenth light 
house district for mineral oil in that district 
during the current fiscal year: Consolidated 
Tank Line Company, Cincinnati, Ohio, oil 10c. 
per gallon; allowance for empty barrels re- 
turned, 90c. each, accepted. Burckhardt & Co., 
Cincinnati, Ohio, oil, 944c. per gallon; barreis 
to be returned free of charge. 

The British steamship Monarch arrived at 
Yokohama some time ago from Batoum, on 
the Black Sea, with 134,000 poods of Russian 
petroleum, the first cargo of that kind ever 
imported into Japan. Messrs. Jardine, Mathe- 
son & Co., of London, the importers of the 
cargo, were so satisfied of the ability of Rus- 
sian petroleum to oust the American product 
out of the Japanese market, that,even before 
the arrival of the Monarch, they ordered a 
cargo of petroleum from Baku. 


The Amazon Oil Company, with a capital of 
$300,000 has been organized at Pittsburg, Pa. 
The officers are: President, J, M. Guffey; treas- 
urer, A. W. Mellon; secretary, R. P. Miller; 
superintendent, H. W. O'Dell; directors,Harry 
Darlington, John H. Galey, H. W. O'Dell, C. 
Underwood, George W. Sill, R. P. Miller,A. W. 
Mellon. The company has 6,000 acres of oil 
territory in Wood and Sandusky counties, 
Ohio, On this land are sixteen wells, the com- 
bined production of which is 90,000 barrels per 
month. The greater portion of this oil is sent 
to Chicago via the Buckeye pipe line and is 
sold for fuel. 

Consul B. F. Farnham writes from Bombay, 
July 3st, that “the sales of kerosene oil from 
June 1, 1887, to June 1, 1888, were 870,000 cases, 
of 10 imperial gallons each, Out of this 320,000 
cases were American and 550,000 cases Russian; 
both 125° Government test; both put up in 
cases of 2 tins of five imperial gallons each. 
The American oil realized 3.70 rupees per case, 
Russian oi) 3.50 rupees per case, Quality about 
the same. Russian oil is very generally used, 
and the brokers report that Russian oil is ex- 
pected to come freely on the market here in 
future. Sun Flake American oil, 150° Govern- 
ment test, is sold in smaller quantities at 
higher price, but the majority of consumers 
use 125° Government test oil, American or 
Russian.”’ 

The Washington Oil Company has been sued 
for trespass by Samuel M. Snodgrass. Mr, 
Snodgrass owns a piece of property in the Tay- 
lorstown district which he leased to the com- 
pany, but as they did no work to the develop- 
ment of the territory, the owner of the land 
talked of leasing to other parties, claiming 
that the Washington company had forfeited 
their lease. This started the erection of a rig 
a day or two ago, and Snodgrass sued for a ca- 
pias. Sheriff Hemphil went to Taylorstown 
last week and arrested Samuel Poland, J. 8, 
Williamson, John Rumbaug, as well as super- 
intendent of the company, who were at work 
on the premises. They gave bond in the sum 
of $1,000 each. The work did not cease, how- 
ever, and subsequently Sheriff Hemphill ar- 
rested eight other parties on the lease, viz., 
Henry Eyngle, D. M. Williamson, H. L. Simp- 
son, George Bascher, B. N. Palmer, Charles 
Walsh and A. P. Hecathorn, They also fur- 
nished bond in the sum of $1,000 each.

The Michigan Peppermint Crop. 
MENDON, MICH., Sept. 2, 1888, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 


After carefully reading the opinions of sev- 
eral of the leading peppermint oil dealers in 
New York City on the peppermint outlook, 
&c., as published in your issue of August 22, I 
must confess that some of them at least re- 
port the condition of the mint crop in Mich- 
igan and elsewhere in a very selfish manner— 
and evidently know nothing of the condition 
of the crop in Michigan, at least. The object, 
undoubtedly, isto “bear” the market, Thig 














is very evident to any one living here. The 
facts are, that a very severe drouth is now 
prevailing in Southern Michigan which neces- 
sitated the cutting of the new crop at least 
two weeks earlier to secure what leaves were 
left on the stocks. ‘‘The same old, old story” 
is the reply from New Yorkers when referring 
to drouth. To prove my statement as to the 
drouth, I send you the following, clipped 
from the St. Jo County News of Sept. Ist: 
“If we could have had a good rain about Aug- 
ust 15th, the corn crop would have been large, 
but the dry weather caused the corn to dry 
without filling. There are some pieces that 
will produce a fair crop, but the average is 
about 40 per cent. of the usual corn yield.” 

Dry seasons affect the mint crop always in 
like manner as the corn crop. ‘The mint fields 
are not protected from the rays of the sun by 
“a pillar of cloud by day.” 

This, in connection with the decrease ina 
crop planted last spring, caused by the scar- 
city of roots and the fact that many farmers 
did not plant any, together with the almost 
total failure of the second crop, reduces the 
yield compared with the aggregate of last 
year fully 60 per cent. This estimate is based 
on the informaticn received from all over the 
mint growing sections in the State, from reli- 
able and disinterested parties. This estimate, 
too,is backed by the number of cans sold. 
The lowland mint crop, too, is included in 
this estimate, although this crop compared to 
the upland crop is very insignificant. The 
seasons of late years have been very unfavor- 
able to upland mint crops and the result is 
that in the near future this industry will be 
entirely abandoned by upland farmers. In 
regard to the quantity of oi! held over from 
last season by dealers and growers, I have only 
tosay that growers do not hold over 5,000 
pounds, while dealers hold no more than 
usual. Thcs> facts, in connection with the 
fact that the crop in the State of New York 
will be forty or fifty per cent short of an av- 
erage crop, and that peppermint oil dealers in 
New York city and the banks do not hold as 
much as usual as collaterals, leaves no doubt 
in my mind as to the future prices of the oil of

CHICAGO LETTER. 


Special correspondence of the REPORTER. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 8, 1888, 

Matters in the linseed oil market bave 
reached a point where it is hardly exaggera- 
tion to say that dealers are “crying for it very 
much as children do for milk.” It can hardly 
be said that the entire volume of sales is much 
—if at all—in excess of that of the correspond- 
ing period of 1887, but there is a multipiie:ty 
of orders for small to moderate lots, and the 
fact that jobbers are practically without 
stocks has mduced a general scremble to 
place orders (presumptively) ahead of com- 
petitors. In other words, all the jobbers want 
oil; in fact, they must have it. They are per- 
fectly well aware that they are paying from 5 
to 8 cents per gallon more than they need to 
have paid had they bought earlier in the sea- 
son. They don't, even now, have much confi- 
dence in the maintenance of present prices and 
don’t want to buy any more than they actually 
need, But imperative want forces them to 
buy, and each buyer feels that his order ought 
to be filled first. Viewed from the crushers 
standpoint, the situation is full of interest; for 
the first time in years they find themselves ab- 
solute masters of the situation and the moun- 
tain has to come to Mahomet at last. There 
isn’t oil enoughin sight to meet the Gemand, 
and crushers are actually at a loss to deter? 
mine the proper rotation of shipments. This 
position of affairs may be said to be said to be 
anomalous, but it is nevertheless strictly true. 

Admitting these premises, the natural ques- 
tion arises,why, in view of short stocks and an 
inquiry at once active and pressing, does not 
oil advance? And that is a conundrum which 
can be answered only by the initiated. At the 
same time, two or three palpal le solutions pre- 
sent themselves, In the first place, the two 
hostile factions among Western crushers seem 
to be unable to harmonize to a degree sufli- 
cient to admit of concert of action, In the sec- 
oud place, there is a prevalent and apparently 
well-founded belief, that to-day’s ruling of 
seed represent fictitious rather than actual 
values, and that to advance the price of oil to 
correspond with the selling price of seed, would 
be simply to court a crisis which would inevi- 
tably result should seed drop to a (shall we say 
fair?) price. With a break in the seed market, 
which might occur in the event of the with- 
drawal of a sustaining prop, oil would have to 
follow suit. 

At the same time, it cannot be disputed that 
crushers might obtain higher prices if they 
saw fit to demand them. A comparison of 
market prices for seed and oil in September, 
1887, with those now ruling, is suggestive. 
One year ago seed was selling at $1.0844@1.044% 
and oil was freely offered at 38c. To-day we 
see an advance of about 25c in seed and of Ic 
in oil. The fact is apparent that if the relations 
between crude material and manufactured 
product were normal one year ago, it is abnor- 
mal to-day. Still, purchasers are disposed to 
await further developments and the demand, 
although very active, is of a hand-to-mouth 
sort. More or less inquiry is heard from the 
East, but there is discernible no anxiety on 
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the part of Western holders to market their 
output at the seaboard. 

In cake, the market remains unchanged. 
The demand absorbs the product and sales 
net in Chicago about $21 per ton. If there 
were more cake in sight it is probable that it 
would all be taken. Asit is, ocean freights 
are too high to stimulate a brisk trade. 

FLAX SEED. 

The week opened with 52,806 bushels in store, 
as ugainst 46,122 one week ago, and 157,718 on 
the corresponding date of last year. 

The official report of inspection shows 
receipts of 257 cars of No. 1, 26 of rejected, and 
5lof No.Grade. Prices have tended steadily 
upward, No. 1 on track having opened on 
Monday at $1 23 and closed to-day at $1 30. The 
week’s sales (as reported on the floor of 
*Change) have ageregated 144 cars of No.1, 17 
of rejected, and 38 of NoGrade. The official 
figures of the secretary, relative to receipts 
and shipments, are as follows: ,

Nobody seems to be able to account for the 
advance in seed, which has been the cause of 
no little surprise. Speaking plainly, there are 
two theories advanced, One is that the crop 
has been largely overestimated, and that light 
receipts are a mere harbinger of light crops. 
Advocates of this theory point to the admit- 
ted disap} o‘ntment in Kansas, and speak of 
the yield in the north and west as light and un- 
prvfitable. The other view 1s that the seed at 
present coming in from the northwest is ex- 
cellent in quality and bids fair to be abundant 
inamount. It may be added that in some 
quarters there is a disposition to believe that 
one faction of crushers is making a desperate 
effort to force up the price of seed with a view 
to embarrassing admitted rivals. The latter 
theory appears plausible, aud the trade at 
large are gencrally disposed to accept it. 

The speculative market has kept even pace 
with that for cash seed. Open and reported 
sales on the floor of "Change may be footed up 
as follows, September, 76,500 bushels; October, 
73,500 bushels. A little lot of 8,000 bushels 
of May seed changed hands on Thursday 
and Saturday at $1 28 and $133. Just why any 
one should want to make sucha purchase is 
not apparent, and there are not wanting quid- 
nunes uncharitable enough to believe that a 
tolerably fair proportion of the transactions 
in future are apparent rather than real. 

Advices from the Northwest as to the crop 
are rather encouraging and the seed coming 
in from that quarter is of a decidedly superior 
quality. 

OLS, 

The change in the lard oil market which has 
been expected here for some time past has at 
last assumed tangible form. The inferior 
grades haye advanced, and the demand for 
this class of goods shows a marked improye- 
ment, The market seems to illustrate the 
sagacity of pressers, who, by curtailing pro- 
duction, have stimulated a demand for grades 
of oil of which there may, possibly, have been 
an accumulation; or other words, the lard oil 
market shows an advance and an unwonted 
firmness, but the most surprising advance has 
been in inferior grades. The demand for “ice- 
pressed” is more than sufficient to absorb the 
entire output, and appearances indicate a firm 
maintenance of ruling quotations. On the 
other hand, buyers are dissatisfied, and elaim 
that it will not be long before prices are re- 
adjusted, 

A trifling advance in butter has not been 
devoid of influence upon the market in oleo, 
There isa very small inquiry on the part of 
local manufacturers, but the output of local 
melters is tending toward Holland ports. Pri- 
vate advices from Rotterdam indicate a ten- 
dency toward higher prices, and this fact is 
not without intluence upon the local market. 
Receipts in Holland seem to fall below the 
actual consumptive inquiry. To illustrate; 
this week’s receipts in Dutch markets have 
been (according to advices received here) 1,409 
tierces.

At the same time white 
lead still continues the chief disturbing ele- 
ment, An advance in lead, if accompanied by 
arise in oil, would be eminently satisfactory, 
So fac as oil is concerned, the advance is pos- 
sible; as regards lead, there seems to be no 
prospect for any change. 

It seems, just now, that Chicago will not be 
as fully represented at the Saratoga confer- 
ence as had been expected. Mr. Gorham B. 
Coffin finds it impossible to neglect bis business 
at home, and, in consequence, the Chicago 
delegation is likely to be reduced in numbers, 


DRUGS, 
Business is good, if one may judge from the 
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statements of the trade at large. Orders from 
interior points are coming in freely, and col- 
lections are casy. Asa rule, jobbers report a 
marked improvement in the business of Aug., 
1888, over that of the same month in 1887. The 
general list exhibits an upward tendency. 
Opium is firm, and quinine (while quotable at 
last week’s figures) is very strong. Balsams 
(notably of copaiba and tolu) are higher—the 
advance being perhaps fairly attributable to a 
natural increase in inquiry. The trade rivalry 
between Chicago and St. Louis is as clearly de- 
fined as ever, and local houses are disposed to 
indulge in self gratulation over an apparent 
enlargement of tributary territory.

He added that, formerly, packers only 
used the leaf and the trimmings from the 
sides, hams and backffor ‘pure lard’ while 
the inferior lard and white grease were sold 
seperately and for what they were, but 
now such distinctions were not known—all 
went to make ‘pure lard,’ and that the prime

testimony reserved (not fit for publication) 
which not only corroborated all this, but effec- 
tually showed how debased, how unwholesome 
and repulsive was the so-called “*Pure Pack- 
ers’ Lard.” To apply the packers’ own lan- 
guage, ‘their goods were not sold for what 
they were,” and had they been, the public 
would have turned from them in disgust. 

There was introduced, in the Congressional 
testimony, letters from English lard refiners 
concerning the “pure lard” sent to England 
for refiners’ use, in view of recent develop- 
ments, have a peculiar significance. Messrs. 
Irreven & Brothers, lard refiners of Liverpool, 
wrote: “Weare frequently prevented from 
buying American lard in America, ow- 
ing to the state of affairs there brought 
about by adulteration.”? Messrs. Bancroft & 
Co., limited, lard refiners, Liverpool, also wrote 
to the same effect, while an importer of 
Glasgow, Scotland,which place imports the 
bulk of the lard coming here into this market, 
indeed, we might say all, with the exception 
of one or two brands, is notoriously impure. 
It has come to such a point now that we know 
cases where buyers will not buy Jard at all, 
but are getting other articles to take its 
place, such as cottonseed oil and refined beef 
fat. Among bakers, who were formerly large 
consumers of lard, many of them do not use 
it at all but confine themselves to the use of 
oils.”’ 

Now, to sustain all this, and to show the 
Pharisitical sham prosecution of the “pure 
lard” makers, we have the analysis of Eng 
Jand’s most practical and skillful chemist, 
A, Norman Tate, Liverpool, Eng.

Referring to my report of this date, there is 
no definite method that can be employed to

A narrow minded packer, who was a rival, 
with the refiners for the lard trade of his sec- 
tion, awakened to the fact at a. late day, that 
the world moves; that an improvement in 
manufacturing had been perfected; and that 
lard made from all sorts of fat of a filthy ani- 
mal cannot stand in competition with that 
partly composed of the fat of the wholesome 
beef and the nutritious oil of a pure vegetable. 
He at once determined to destroy an industry 
he could not meet, and declared himself to the 
world, a champion of legitimate trade against 
deceptive dealing: promised -disclosures of 
fraud and imposition on a credulous public; 
stated that great quantities of vile, cheap, 
deleterious substances were palmed off on con- 
sumers under the name of refined lard, and 
ended by dragging before Congress the lard 
refiners of the country, assuring his fellow 
butchers, who were induced to assist him by 
the prospect of personal gain, that they would 
get the strong arm of the Government under

The valuable 
time of learned Senators and able Representa- 
tives was employed in long, exhaustive exami- 
nations and cross-examinations of Government 
chemists, hog butchers and lard refiners, with 
the result that the elicited testimony grew 
strongly cumulative in favor of refined lard as 
a healthful, nutritious, chemically pure, edib‘e 
fat, it was shown: 

That the term refined was distinctive in its 
title, and distinguished the article from the 
crude packing house filth. 

That, for years, it had been a well known 
fact, that refined lard was not entirely the 
product of the hog, as it had to be prepared 
and hardened for both hot and cold climates, 
to become an article of commerce, 

That the entire country had at its command 
the two lards; knew their compositions and 
their respective merits, and dealt largely in 
refined, and that the consumer who had been 
using refined lard for years nad found it pure, 
healthy and nutritious and was able to buy it 
at a price 10¢ lower than the packers’ stuff, 
which difference, to the wage carning Masses 
added just so much more to the purchasing 
power of the poor man’s dollar. 

One by one, the different committeemen of 
each branch of Congress, were led to see the 
personal greed which alone actuated the 
movement; and that the packers’ concern for 
the public weal was but a cover for the hand 
reaching for the public pocket. This fact, 
together with the uniform superiority of 
refined lard as an article of domestic use and 
commerce, constantly made friends for re- 
fined, and has decided Congress to take no 
action in favor of “pure lard.” On the con- 
trary, the volume of damaging evidence, 
which was piled up against packers’ lard es- 
tablished the fact that it was an article en- 
tirely unfit for edible purposes; and if only 
from a sanitary point of view its use should 
be prohibited. 

One witness before the committee stated : 
“The lard tank was the sewer of the pagking 
house. That there were now no greases or in- 
ferior qualities of packers’ lard sold as such, 
but that the fat from every part of the filthy 
hog went to make the ‘packers’ pure lard,’”’ 
A workman in one of the packing houses 
stated that, in making so-called ‘pure lard,’ 
he first put into the tank pig’s heads, with

New England Paint and Oil Club. 


Relative to the condition of trade and the 
organization and work of the New England 
Paint and Oil Club, Mr. Charles Richardson 
said toa reporter of the Boston <Advertizer: 
“The year so far has been a very good one 
with us, and I should say of the business that 
it is in a good, healthy condition, though the 
margin of profits is not large and to succeed 
one must handle goods very closely. 

“We are importing less and less each year, 
and of lead we now import but very little, 
though there are some who insist that we 
must have English lead, though dur American 
lead is equal in every particular to the best 
foreign make. There are some colors that we 
can get abroad which we cannot match here, 
notably fine frescoing colors, and these we 
import. Aside from these lines of goods we 
do not import colors to any great extent. Our 


color manufacturing industry is srowing 


























































steadily, and better colors are being constant- 
ly produced, yet on some of these fine colors 
we are far from equaling the imported ones. 

“As regards the question of the removal of 
the internal revenue tax upon alcohol there 
would be a difference of opinion among the 
members of ourclub. There is, however, one 
point upon which we would be unanimous and 
that is that it is an outrage to class us as liquor 
dealers and compel us to take out licenses 
identically as do they. If we wish to sell alco- 
hol at wholesale we must take out a whole- 
saler’s license which costs us $100, while the 
privilege to sell at retail costs us $25, and to 
add to the aggravation we are classed, and in 
the eyes of the law, are rum-sellers, and yet 
every drop of alcohol that we handle is used 
for mechanical purposes. The tax on alcohol 
is $170a gallon. Add to this the cost of our 
license fees and it becomes a very expensive 
article for use in the arts where many of us 
believe it should be cheaper. Upon the point, 
however, that so long as the revenue is not 
needed by the government we all agree that 
we should not be forced to pay this tax. 
Moreover, we cannot afford to pay it; the 
profit on alcohol will not warrant us in taking 
out a wholesaler’s license. We do carry a 
license to sell at retail which costs us $25, but 
if a customer comes in and wants five gallons 
or more we have to send him to the distiller. 
This Jicense tax could be remitted in our case 
and not at all interfere with the regulation of 
the liquor business. 

“A difference of opinion existsamong us as 
a trade whether or not the internal revenue 
tax upon alcohol should be removed. Alcohcl 
is necessarily used to a very large extent in 
our business, and should the tax be removed 
we could supply goods of the best quality at 
popular prices, whereas such goods are now 
necessarily expensive and we are foreed to 
put inferior goods upon the market, inferior 
for the reason that a substitute has been used 
for the expensive alcohol, and yet there is, 
properly, no substitute for it. 

“Our paint and oil club was organized Feb- 
ruary 23, 1884, and from being a Boston associ- 
ation it has become the New England Paint 
and Oil Club, and similar clubs have been or- 
genized in several of the cities throughout the 
country, all of them being more or less closely 
patterned after ours. The objects of the club 
are social intercourse and the discussion of all 
matters of interest tous asa trade. We are 
not a trust, we are not a combination to 
effect a corner in prices, there is no 
stronger union among us than that 
of a voluntary association. To protect 
ourselves we have made an agreement in 
regard to the selling price on linseed oil and 
turpentine, which is just this: We we havea 
pricing committee which consists of three 
members of the club. They meet each day 
and agree upon the prices of oil and turpen- 
tine for the next day and notify each member. 
The carload price of oil and the spot price for 
turpentine are the bases upon which the sell- 
ing prices are established by adding 2 cents 
per gallon for oil and 3 cents a gallon on tur- 
pentine, On oil sold in five-barrel lots or more 
in one sale there is no limit, and also on three 
or more barrels of turpentine sold in one sale. 
This arrangenent returns us, as we estimate it, 
not more than 1 cent a gallon profit. We also 
limit the time on credits and are now estab- 
lishing a bureau of credits, by means of which 
the deadbeats may become known to us all, 
while the unfortunate but honest customer 
may be known to be such and treated accord- 
ingly. Lsay it without fear of contradiction 
that in no one branch of business is there a 
larger number of men whose business integrity 
stands higher than among the paint and oil 
trade.”

Naval Stores at Charleston. 


The receipts of naval stores in Charleston, 8. 
C., for the fiscal year ending August 31, have 
been somewhat smaller than they were during 
the previous year, owing, in a large measure 
to unremunerative prices which have contin- 
ued for several crops. The prices for spirits 
of turpentine, however, having opened higher 
and continuing to improve as the season pro- 
gressed, have to some extent equalized the 
value of the present crop as compared with 
that of I887. The stocks of naval stores hav- 
ing been reduced at all points the outlook for 
the next crop, as can now be forecast, is cer- 
tainly most promising, says the Charleston 
News and Courier in its annual review.

The London Drug Trade. 


We have again to report a considerable im- 
provement in business al) round, says the Lon- 
don Chemist and Druggist, and many import- 
ant articles belonging to the drug and chem- 
ical branches have advanced in price. Heavy 
chemicals are generally firmer, especially soda 
crystals and caustic soda, bleaching powder 
and chlorate of potash. Boracic acid, alum, 
and glycerine have likewise improved. Sul- 
phate of copper is firmer in sympathy with the 
metal, while an advance in quicksilver has in- 
tluénced mercurials, and a renewal of the con- 
vention between German manufacturers of 
lead acetate will probably result in higher 
prices for that article. Opium still remains 
steady but quiet, and the same applies to 
morphia. The bark auctions fell slightly be- 
low the previous ones as regards prices paid, 
and those at Amsterdam had precisely the 
same result. Quinine is very quiet and for one 
brand a lower price has been acccpted. Cream 
of tartar, citric and tartaric acids, and car. 
bolic acid, for which the season is now passing, 
show further weakness. Among the drugs 
which are advancing we may mention, in the 
first place, such “bitter” articles as quassia, 
chamomiles, and calumba, and next senega, 
musk, insect powder, Italian liquorice, cas- 
cara sagrada, cubebs, curaway, English lay- 
ender oil, and saffron. Drysalteries are gen- 
erally very firm, cutch being the only notable 
exception. Shellac is commencing to 
attract a good deal of attention, but 
speculators are particularly shy of this 
article, which has avery black record. Gam- 
bier and China galls have further advanced. 
Gum olibanum and Ghatty arabic are also 
steadier, but for varnish gums there is very 
little inquiry. Good and fine cinnamon is a 
liitle better, and there has been an active 
speculative business in cloves and white pep- 
per. Castor, olive, palm, and linseed oils, to- 
gether with petroleum and turpentine are 
firmer. 

There is some expectetion that the run on 
bitter goods, which occurred in the autumn of 
1882, may be repeated in a mild way this year, 
But it is by no means likely that, if it does not 
set in, the run will take any such acute form 
as its predecessor. In 1882 gentian, chamo- 
miles, calumba, quassia, and chiretta suddenly 
became articles of violent speculation, the 
price of the latter rising in a few days from 
8d. to 3s. per lb. Now. as then, the failure 
of the hop harvest is the the ostensible cause 
of the movement, but whereas in 1882 the 
prices of hops ranged from 294s to 345s per cwt,

Pittsburg white lead companies are still 
being made the victims of the elusive swind- 
ler whose operations during the past two 
years have extended throughout the country, 
embracing nearly all the manufacturers of 
white lead in the United States, as stated in 
previous issues of the REPORTER. From his 
mode of operations, Pittsburg manufacturers 
think he is undoubtedly the same fellow who 
started out on his swindling career about five 
years ago, claiming to represent the Jew- 
ett White Lead Company, of New York. Sup- 
plied with spurious printed cards and station- 
ary of that firm, his success was such as to en- 
courage him to work the same scheme on sey- 
eral of the leading Pittsburg and St. Louis 
corroders. . 

Some of the descriptions of this fellow, as 
well as his methods, correspond with those of 
the man whose portrait is published herewith, 
and has given rise to the belief that Lazier- 
Randolph, Raymond, etc., may be the one. 

The Beymer-Bauman, Davis-Chamber, Penn 
sylvania, and Fahnestock white lead com- 
panies, of Pittsburg, and the St. Louis and 
Collier and Southern lead companies of St. 
Louis, were used in turn to further the young 
man’s ends. His assumed names are legion and 
he has been operating recently in Western 
Pennsylvania and New York State, under 
the alliases of M. A. Waldron, H. Burton,

slight concessions in the price of his goods, 
with privilege of long time for payment, and 
thus secure an order. He then explains that 
he is in need of money, and produces a forged 
letter on printed notehead in imitation of the 
firm, instructing him to make a draft if in 
need of money, and thus induce the dealer to 
cash the paper or identify him at the bank, in 
this way obtaining from $25 to $75 at a 
time, the dealers only learning that he 
was the victim of misplaced confidence 
upon the return of the draft protested several 
days afterward. Dealers then deem it too late 
to make any effort to pursue the rascal, and 
usually pocket the loss philosophically, at the 
same time mentally registering a vow to cash 
no more drafts or advance no money to travel- 
ing salesmen. 

“When indorsement of draft is refused, he 
contents himself with obtaining a loan of $5 or 
$10, to be returned in a few days on receipt of 
remittance from his house, It is probable that 
his operations are not limited to the white lead 
interest, and that he is working other lines of 
business in the same way. It is estimated that 
he secures several thousand dollars yearly in 
this peculiar occupation. The cards presented 
by him are usually printed in gilt letters on 
black enameled background, and inscribed: 
‘Manufacturers and corroders of strictly pure 
white lead and linseed oil.’ The letter-heads 
being ordinary printed ones, this fact alone 
would excite the suspicion of the dealer, being 
of inferior character to that employed by any 
of the firms represented, who use lithograph or 
engraved work, 

“He devoted his attention for a long time to 
small paint dealers and painters, but perhaps 
owing to his being extensively advertised in 
the paint journals he seems to have neglected 
that branch latterly, and is now catering to the 
hardware trade, all the dealers who report re- 
cent visits from him being engaged in that 
branch of business. If the trade would keep a

C. F. Lamont. Under pretence of representing 
the Beymer-Bauman Lead Company, of Pitts- 
burg, he has during the past month obtained 
money in various sums ranging from $5 to $75, 
from dealers in Canton, Renovo, Corry and 
Meadville, Pa., and Ellicottville and Spring- 
ville, N. Y. He has been operating, however, 
on the Beymer-Bauman company since De- 
ecember, 1886, when his first draft appeared 
from Jamestown, N. Y., and Bradford, Pa. 
Other drafts came in in 1887 from Nashville 
and Chattanooga to the Beymer-Bauman com- 
pany. Being apparently thoroughly conver- 
sant with the white lead business, and familiar 
with the localities supplied by the different 
corroders, the swindler found comparatively 
easy sailing. 

Although large sums were spent in sending 
out warning circulars, the offender managed 
to clude capture until in May, 1887, when the 
Southern company received a dispatch from 
Chattanooga, Tenn., inquiring whether they 
were represented by one ©. F. Randolph. 
They wired immediately usking for his arrest, 
whereupon he was held for trial. He managed, 
however, to secure his liberty on a bond of 
only $500, which he jumped, and was next 
heard of in Nebraska, working the same game, 
and has bobbed up at short intervals in vari- 
ous parts of the country ever since. 

Gerard C. Smith, secretary of the Beymer- 
Bauman Lead Company, said last week toa 
Pittsburg Press reporter: “The man who has 
been swindling us did not go to the houses 
doing business directly with ours. He is too 
sharp for that. If he did he would be detected 
at once. He visited houses that handle our 
goods, but which do not deal with us direct. 

“His plan is to present his card from what- 
ever house he chooses to select, make some 


Vigilant watch for this impostor and adept the 
simple precaution to quietly wire the firm when 
applied to in this way by traveling men whom 
they do not know personally, the fellow’s ca- 
reer would soon be brought to a short turn.” 

Randolph is described as being about thirty- 
three years of age, medium height, sandy com- 
plexion, gentlemanly appearance and of good 
address, and is supposed to be a Canadian, He 
stated, while in the Chattanooga jail, that he 
had a wife and two children, and that his own 
family was greatly respected, but he refused to 
name any place as his former residence, and in 
every way possible guarded against the disclo- 
sure of his identity. It is certain that he has 
been identified at one time with the white lead 
trade, as he has mastered it thoroughly, but 
what his past connections were is a secret he 
has well kept. He seemed to have no evil hab- 
its or associations, and his victims cannot ac- 
count for his disposition of his income. The 
Chattanooga indictment will be first pressed if 
he is caught.

Wyoming Oil Field. 


The followlng interesting letter is from an 
Oil City W. T. correspondent of the Pitts- 
burgh Leader: 

In view of the disposition of the average 
doubting Thomas in the east to discredit most 
advices coming from the far west, it is with 
many misgivings I go on record as saying 
there is more oil in Wyoming territory than 
in Pennsylvania, There is no authoritive his- 
tory to show.when oil was first found here,bnt 
away back in the fittes, when the prairie 
schooner, with its ox teams, dragge1 its snail- 
like pace across the continent bearing its bur- 
den of human freight en route for the [go 
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fields of the Pacific slope, they stopped on 
their way through Wyoming and laid in a 


supply of lubricating oil, dipped from the 
numerous natural springs that are found 
along the Rattlesnake mountains, with which 
to grease their wagons on the way across the 
desert and as an ointment to be used on the 
scalded backs and shoulders of their jaded 
horses. Later Dr. George B. Graff, of Omaha, 
now deceased, on one of his pilgrimages 
through the country as Indian agent, saw the 
“tar springs,’ as they were called by the few 
trappers who then hunted and trapped on the 
streams heading in these monntains, and see- 
ing in them the nucleus of future great 
wealth, located the property under the United 


States placer mining laws. Since then 
many other claims have been located 
in like manner, until at present 
the country for many miles along 


the northern side of the Rattlesnake moun- 
tains is taken up and located for oil, and east- 
ern capitalists, though slowly, are beginning 
to respond, and the next few years will no 
doubt usher in a wonderful oil excitement in 
Wyoming. The Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad is building right through the oil belt, 
the iron already being laid to the Platte river, 
on the site of old Ft. Cooper, touching the 
eastern boundary of the oil district, thereby 
enabling the moneyed men of the East to 
reach the district without a weary ride ofa 
hundred miles or more, and after seeing they 
no longer doubt the existence or the quantity 
or quality of the oil of Wyoming, which even 
in its natural state has no equal asa lubricant. 
Indeed, in the shadow of the little cabin in 
which this is being written, drilling machinery 
isnow being unloaded to at once begin the 
work of sinking several wells, and the Demo- 
crats and Republicans of the district are alike 
hopeful of celebrating the election of our next 
President—be he Cleveland or Harrison—by 
the light of a burning oil well. Some miles 
west of here, in Fremont county, there are 
already three wells down, all of which were 
flowing, but have been plugged for the sake 
of economy waiting for the railroad to reach 
them and furnish better transportation. 
These wells are all on property owned by a 
syndicate of Omaha capitalists who became 
interested some years ago through the influ- 
ence of aforesaid Dr. Graff. Poor doctor! 
When he located these oil claims this section 
of the country was a wilderness inhabited 
only by the Indians. To reach it requireda 
ride on horseback or in a wagon of one hun- 
dred miles or more, and the prospects of its 
ever being developed were remote. Yet the 
doctor persevered and believed implicitly in 
its future and told his wondrous story of the 
great number of little springs from which the 
oil trickled down the mountain sides and ran 
waste ’mid the sagebrush, forming great beds 
of asphaltum, acres in extent, saying he was 
convinced they were the outlets of some 
great subterrancan lake into which for count- 
less ages oil: had been distilling, and that by 
boring large flowing wells would be discov- 
ered; he was laughed at and his statements dis- 
believed, still he perseveret and soped. Year 
after year went by, and though discouraged 
and disheartened, he still continued to perform 
the annual assessment work, until in 1885 he 
succeeded in interesting suflicient capital to 
put in machinery, and the work of boring be- 
gan. The old man lived in a tent beside the 
derrick, and watched with feverish anxiety 
the progress of work. Day after day the steel 
bit knawed deeper and deeper into the earth, 
until at a depth of some eight hundred feet a 
flow of oil was struck, rising fifty feet above 
the surface, and in that moment he saw the 
realization of all his fondest hopes; saw his 
predictions confirmed and his dreams mate- 
rialize. But the hardships and the strain on 
his nervs were too much for the old man; the 
reaction set in and he only lived a few weeks 
toenjoy his good fortune. For years he had 
toiled and labored, endured the hardships and 
braved the dangers of the savages of this 
country, had spent his money in keeping up his 
annual assessment work, had been lavgied at 
and doubted, and then at last when by his in- 
domitable courage and perseverance ne had 
overcome all obstacles and demonstrated that 
he was right,when fortune smiled and his work 
was done, the “angel with the sable wing” 
beckoned to him in the night and he goeth 
where she listeth. This well demonstrated 
that oil was here in large quantities, and since 
then nothing has been done by those holding 
claims in the district, but the annual agsess- 
ment work necessary to hold and complete the 
title until the railroad is built, which will be 
within the next few months. According to 
the laws of the district a hole 4x6 and ten feet 
deep constituted the assessment work for one 
year,and in performing this work Mr. John 
Landon, a veteran mine and oil prospector, of 
Wyoming, had a strange experience last 
month. He was at work in one of these holes 
on oneof hisclaims and had reached a depth 
of about four feet in a sandstone formation, 
when he struck what appeared to be a rock of 
peculiar shape in the middle of the shaft. He 
dug it up and found it to be around block or 
section of petrified tree about six or eight 
inches in diameter and a foot long; he paid 
but little attention to this and went on with 
his work, but presently he came upon an- 
other in the same spot, but deeper down, and 
this he also dug out and it proved to be very 
similar to the first and of about the same size. 
He continued digging, when, lo! another ap- 
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peared still farther down. This roused his 
curiosity, and he began an examination. It 
could not be a petrified tree, for the 
pieces were all about the same size, 
similar in appearance, and instead of bruken 
ends they each fitted together, and ap- 
peared to be separate joints of some kind, so 
he at once concluded he had discovered a pet- 
rifled oil well. He became greatly excited, 
cautiously covered up the points he had al- 
ready unerrthed, spoke to no one about the 
matter, and for weeks went around with a 
strange mysterious lookin his face. He pro- 
ceeded with his work, however, and though 
the laws of this district, as I said, only require 
adepth of ten feet, he kept sinking deeper 
and deeper, and each succeeding foot revealed 
another point. Smaller pieces now began to 
appear, apparently running at right angles 
with the main one, but still straight down 
went his petrified hole until he had reached a 
depth of over forty feet, he having rigged a 
miner’s windlass and bucket to draw up the 
dirt and sections of oil well. He had several 
other shafts to sink in that immediate vicin- 
ity so that his daily trips in that direction 
were not noticed by the other miners. But 
the secresy, the mystery he could not fathom, 
his constant silent work began to have their 
effect, his face took on a haggard look and his 
eyes became blood shotand staring. He was 
in misery and longed for some one in whom to 
confide and ask advice. I noticed he was 
looking badly and one evening went around 
to his camp to have achat with him and dis- 
cuss the prospects of an early development of 
the oil country. J found him sitting on an 
inverted lard pail in front of his little 
cabin, his pipe unlit held mechanic- 
ally between his teeth, his hands clasp- 
ed over his right knee, which rested 
on his left, and his body swaying back and 
forth with his head bent slightly down as one 
in deep thought. The setting sun glistencd 
on his bare head, through which Time with his 
scythe had mowed a wide swathe, and a jack 
rabbit nibbled unmolested and unnoticed in 
the patch of alialffa planted before the door 
of his cabin. He started up at my approach 
like one awakened from a dream, pointed to 
an empty cracker box, and asked me to be 
seated. I told him he was not looking well, 
that he was evidently working too hard, and 
his solitary life was making an old man of him. 
He looked cautiously around, like one fearful 
of being discovered, started nervously at the 
almost human-like laugh of a magpie in the 
branches of a cottonwood tree near by, and 
then in a low, mysterious voice he told me his 
secret. Hesaid: “Bob, there is that on my 
mind which, unless I tell some one, will drive 
me mad. _ I will trust you for I think perhaps 
you can helpme. You know that oil claim of 
mine I call the ‘Star-Eyed Goddess;’ well, 
about six weeks ago I began to do the assess- 
ment work on her for this year, and after I 
got about four feet I found the strangest 
kind of a rock—” and then he re- 
peated to me what I have in substance 
described above, and added: “I have dug up 
over forty feet of that well and I tell you 
there is no end to it. I think over it all day 
and dream of it by night and my theory is that 
some time away buck in them early ages there 
was atribe of people lived here that knowed 
of this oil and sunk a well here on that ‘Star- 
Eyed Goddess’ and then worms or some other 
varmint—you know the worms at that time 
was much larger than they are now—eat holes 
right ginto that oil well and the oil all leaked 
out and she was abandoned. Then that hole 
laid there idle for thousand and thousands of 
years until it just petrified. That’s what it is, 
petritied, and them little rocks that | found 
leading off in every direction, why them is pet- 
rified worm holes! I kept this quiet as I was 
afraid if it got out people would say my claim 
was no good and that the oil was all 
pumped out of it thousands of years 
ago. So now, Rob, I want you to go 
with me in the morning and look at her, 
but remember I trust you not to speak of this, 
for if it is known it would ruin me, and I think 
I will sleep better to-night for having told 
you.” We lit our pipes and after a little while 
I left him and in the morning visited his 
petrified oil well, which upon examination I 
found to be nothing more than the vertebra 
of a gigantic Dinosaurs, which is a species of 
reptile that existed during the Jurassic period 
of the Mosozoic time, living along the shores of 
the ocean, and whose habits are supposed to 
have been much like those of the ancient, 
sloth-like animal called the Megatherium and 
usually from twenty-five to sixty feet in 
length. It had evidently lain down here in 
the sands on the shore in the Mosozoic age, 
with its head stretched toward the sea that its 
parched lips might be moistened by the waters 
in which for years it had sported, and dying, 
the grand old ocean moaned asolemn requiem 
over its departed spirit. The sands of other 
ages washed over and covered it up, the seas 
sank away,and in some great volcanic up- 
heaval, the shore line was turned up as it is 
all along the Rattlesnake mountain, so that its 
fossil remains stood vertically in the rocks 
into which the Jurassic sand was afterward 
formed, and now, after the lapse of centuries, 
it is found by Mr. Landon. The sections of 
petrified oil well were the separate joints of 
the vertebra, and the petrified worm boles 
were the ribs and other ossified remains of 
that gigantic old fossil,and they are all per- 
fect, and will some time be gathered together 
and exhibited as a wonderful curiosity. 


Oil Producers’ Shut Down. 


A correspondent of the Derrick says: The 
Bradford meeting was the largest and most en- 
thusiastic yet held, and the delegates the most 
intelligent body of representetive oil men ever 
brought together in any assembly. Much bus- 
iness of importance to producers was tran- 
sacted, the exact nature of which, as well as 
many of the details of same, remain the ex- 
clusive property of the association. A re- 
porter called on President Phillips and the 
members of the executive board,and was given 
such information as the assembly in its wis- 
dom, deemed prudent to publish at this time. 
Later on, many matters of detail now with- 
held, will be given the public, The principle 
matters upon which definite action has been 
taken, are the drilling contracts, two in num- 
ber, styled respectfully the boundary line and 
interior drilling contract. The first name was 
adopted and the last was withdrawn as 
unnecesrary at this time, when drillable 
territory is scarcer, so to speak, than hens’ 
teeth. The boundary line contract, which is a 
really meritorious measure, will save the coun- 
try millions annually in prevention of un- 
necessary drilling. By the terms of this con- 
tract, subscribers agree to keep 800 feet from 
the line. The drilling distance, however, may 
be lessened by mutual consent, but not other- 
wise except by arbitration, which is the court 
of final resort in cases where two subscribers 
operating contiguous leases cannot mutually 
agree on space between lines. From this court 
there is no appeal, and if a member persist in 
ignoring the decision of the arbitration, the 
injured party may proceed legally against the 
recalcitrant subscriber and collect for dam- 
ages sustained. Something like this inaugu- 
rated 20 years ago would have saved the cost 
of thousands of wells and hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. This contract was tersely 
framed by the best legal talent in the oil 
country with special reference to the interest 
of small producers. The interest of large and 
small are protected alike. The little fellow 
with a single location will have the same pro- 
portionate protection as his big neighbor with 
broad acres by the hundreds. An effort was 
made to control a portion of the daily produc- 
tion by means of retirement through a central 
organization, which was received with re- 
markable unity of sentiment. Action was 
taken upon it and it is being worked up, 


In the matter of the oil shut-in General Sec- 
retary Goldsborough gaye the Derrick the fol- 
lowing figures: The average per day for nine 
months ending July 1 was 19,184 92-100 bbls. 
Amount shut in the first month, November, 
was 18,348 bblis.,and the amount shut in the 
last, July 7, was 19,309 bblis., showing a gain of 
upwards of 1,000 bbis. a day in amount shut ia 
at the end ofthe nine months, with nearly or 
quite three-fourths of the wells opened to 
their full capacity. Mr. Goldsborough stated 
in his opinion there was still the equivalent of 
35,00U bbls. a day shut in in this field, and when 
resurrection day comes and production is 
forced, there may be a temporary increase of 
40,000 to 50,000 bbis. a day. but this, in his opin- 
ion, wouldn’t Jast more than a month. The 
increase would be to some extent the same as 
“tlood” oil, and when the flood is removed the 
daily average will be as low, or lower than it 
now is. The success of the shut-in is assured. 
More oil is now shut in than the contract with 
the Standard provides for, and the chances for 
a disruption of the movement from within or 
without are so remote as to beentirely beyond 
the range of possibilities. The books of the as- 
sociation muke a most gratifying showing. 
The state of field is equally felicitous and 
everything points to agood year on several of 
them immediately succeeding the shut in pe- 
riod. 

**Among the plans discussed,” said President 
Phillips, “was one to continue the shut-in for 
a limited period after the shut-in was ended, 
but like the iaterior drilling contract, this was 
deemed unnecessary, and at the end of the 
present time every one engaged in the busi- 
ness will be at liberty to produce from his old 
wells all he can and as much interior drilling 
as he likes. We know there won't be much of 
that, because there is not the territory to 
drill.” 


The above may be regarded official. There 
was so much talk in the air last night con- 
cerning the details of this meeting, that some 
of it may be given for what it is worth. One 
street-corner Senator says they have agreed 
upon a plan for the perpetuation of the asso- 
ciation which embraces the main ideas of the 
shut-in without entailing actual loss of 
production. The plan is a separate associa- 
tion, co-operative in nature. A ‘Producers’ 
Trust,” as it were, to be managed by trus- 
tees, a board of directors, committee, or 
in such manner as the local assemblies, to 
which this matter has been referred, 
may determine. One of theobjectsof this al- 
leged trust is to retire a certain percentage of 
the production monthly, the amount varying 
from one-fourth to one-eighth, as the individ- 
ual joining the trust may determine, and his 
interest in the trust will be based on the 
amount of oil contributed monthly to the 
general fund. It is said the object of the co- 
operative association is to restrict, control and 
manage the production that they may get 
better prices for their oil. The trust oil will 
be sold through one agency, which, of course, 
will be within the control of the trust, to the 
Standard or any other paying a better price. 


The association,it is claimed, recommends that 
the producer stick to his producing, and su 
far as can be ascertained, it contains no 
transportation or manufacturing plank. This 
plan, if generally indorsed by the producing 
public isone of the biggest things ever at- 
tempted in oil, and ina few years will become 
one of the most powerful] business enterprises. 
If strictly carried out the accumulated trust 
oil would duplicate the output of the region 
once each five years. 

From another source it was learned that the 
scale of prices to be paid for drilling was sub- 
mitted to the assembly, and every sectior but 
one was indorsed. The exception is generally 
supposed to be Butler. A driller, commenting 
on fact, said he’d been a contractor and driller 
for years, and the present scale of prices was 
lower than he had ever worked for. 

It appears, however, thatno agreement to 
continue was arrived at, and the following 
from the Derrick gives the present status of 
the matter: 

That part of the general shut down move- 
ment, known as the drilling contract, expires 
by limitation to-day. The restriction of pro- 
duction, however, that began November Ist 
will continue 52 days longer. The action of 
the Producers’ Assembly leave all its members 
free to drill as many oras few wells as they 
may desire. Inthe year indicated to rest up- 
wards of 900 wells were finished, the new pro- 
duction resulting from this source computed 
at the end of each month when the wells were 
fresh runs up in round numbers to 26,500 bar- 
relsaday. But no one familiar with the busi- 
ness pretends to imagine there is that amount 
of new production, or half of it above ground 
now. All the drilling done last year does not 
compensate for the decline of the old wells 
and the white sand pools; yet enough drilling 
was done during the year of rest, to exhaust 
all the territory in sight not controlled by 
persons in sympathy with the producers’ 
movement. And now that the movement is 
practically at an end, where to find territory 
to drill is a serious question. About all the 
virgin territory in sight is contained in less 
than 2,000 acres in Elk, 2,500 at Taylorstown, a 
handful of town lots in Clarion, and 300 acres 
at Mt. Morris. Ninevah has not advanced be- 
yond the experimental state, therefore it can- 
not be classed with developed territory. If all 
drill, who may desire,how long can these small 
patches be expected to last? Other pools, no 
doubt, will be found, and it is not only possible 
but probable that the current year may be as 
celebrated for discoveries made as the past 
one for the value of its economic lessons 
taught. The field for exploration still large, 
has been greatly narrowed down the past year 
by our friends, the herrs and the butchers, 
who came upon the scene about the time the 
shutdown movement was started, and who 
contivued to drill when others had concluded 
tostop. Eoratime they were successful, but 
success instead of appeasing their ambition 
only whetted it, and while striving for greater 
achievements, they overstepped the bounds of 
prudence, and the story of the drill will show 
that they finished upeverything as they went, 
leaving nothing in their wake to plague the 
the market. The sma!! injury they may have 
done the movement while luck was going their 
way has been amply repaid in dry holes when 
the fickle jade turned against them. While 
few of the herrs came out ahead,all the butch- 
ers are heavy losers. Thcir loss is somebody's 
gain so surely as their gain was somebody's 
loss, and upon that score honors are easy.

A writer in the Revue Internationale, a publi- 
cation devoted to the suppression of the trade 
in adultera ed articles of food, medicine, etc., 
proposes the establishment of international 
unions having ior their object the sale of un- 
adulterated food. These unionsare to employ 
competent chemists, who shall have charge of 
the examination of all kinds of produce prior 
to its being offered for sale, especially those 
articles that are intended fur export. If such 
unions existed in all countries, and if they 
could come to an understanding exclusively to 
buy from each other. the public would have a 
thorough and reliable guarantee,and the writer 
is sanguine enough to think that if such unions 
were established hygienists all over the world 
would lend their aid to carry out the object of 
protecting human life against impostors and 
the frightful results which their manipula- 
tions produce on public health.

Cinchona Cultivation in the Sandwich 


Islands. 

Mr. J. W. Forsyth, an American specialist, 
who, at the invitation of the minister of the 
interior of the Sandwich islands, investigated 
the suitability of that country for cinchona 
cultivation, thinks favorably of the chances 
of such an industry. Already two trials have 
been made to grow cinchona in the islands, 
and the results, Mr. Forsyth thinks, are decid- 
edly encouraging. The first was on the prop- 
erty of Mr. James I. Dowsett, of Ulupalakua, 
Maui, where a few trees were planted some 
twelve years ago by the late Captain Makee. 
In the spring of 1887 Mr. Forsyth saw these 
trees, one of which, a Cinchona robusta, was 
cut down, and the bark, weighing 23 pounds, 
brought to Honolulu for analysis. The three 
samples were found to contain from 12°180 to 
12°43 per cent of total alkaloids, and trom 
5°584 to 5°632 per cent of quinine sulphate. Toe 





next trial was made by Mr. Purvis, of Kukui- 
haele. This gentleman made a special visit to 
Ceylon for the purpose of gathering informa- 
tion about the cultivation of this valuable 
product, He spent three months there, re- 
turned with seeds of the choicest kinds, and 
planted a small block of land at an elevation 
of about 2,000 feet above sea level, some twelve 
acres inextent. His exertions were rewarded 
with success, and he now hag about 12,000 trees 
close upon three years of age. In October, 
1887, these trees were in a very healthy and 
thriving condition. The foliage is of a deep 
green color, and altogether shows evidence of 
thriving vigorously. In cinchona cultivation 
the great difficulty experienced is to raise the 
seed to plant from; after that the rest of the 
work is comparatively easy. Mr. Forsyth is 
of opinion that the whole of Hamakua and 
Hilo, of the island of Hawaii, and also the dis- 
tricts as corresponding to them in soil forma- 
tion on the island of Maui, are eminently 
adapted for the cultivation of cinchona. The 
varieties most likely to succeed in the Sand- 
wich islands are the Ledgeriana and Calisaya 
type.

The Different Trades in New Orleans. 


A review of business in New Orleans for the 
fiscal year ending August 31, has been pub- 
lished by the Times-Democrat of that city, 
from which we take the following: 


PERFUMERY. 

There are six factories engaged in the man- 
ufacture of perfumery, cologne, extracts, 
etc., inaddition to the large number of drug 
stores making cologne on asmall scale. The 
industry is not an important one, the largest 
manufacturer employing but ten men. 


MINERAL WATERS. 

The manufacturers of mineral waters are 14 
innumber, who are engaged in producing 
seltzer and carbonated waters of various kinds 
and selling their products to the retail soda 
water dealers. They more than supply the 
local demand, shipping their goods to other 
portions of Louisiana and the neighboring 
States. 

DRUGS AND MEDICINES. 

There are nine firms or companies in New 
Orleans regularly engaged in manufacturing 
drugs, chemicals and patent medicines. Near- 
ly all the large wholesale drug stores prepare 
patent medicines of some kind and the busi- 
ness of several in this line is very large. Even 
the smaller or retail stores put up prepara- 
tions which have a distinct name if not copy- 
right, bringing the total toa large figure. 


CORDIALS AND SYRUPS. 

There are four factories of cordials and syr- 
uns in this city. A number of the larger drug 
stores selling soda water, manufacture their 
own syrups. The industry employs 30 hands 
and turns out a total product of $90,000 a year. 

DISTILLATION OF PINE, 

The distillery business, formerly an impor- 
tant industry of New Orleans, has altogether 
disappeared from here, the distillers being un- 
able to compete with those of Kentucky and 
Illinois. The only distilling now done is the 
manufacture of wood alcohol, by the process 
of subjecting pine to an intense heat. This 
process alsu turns out a number of chemicals 
as by-products, such as acetate of lime, gas 
tar and spirits of turpentine, as well as char 
coal, The business is carried on under a pat- 
ent. Some $10,000 is invested in a factory, fac- 
ing the new canal. Here are two retorts into 
which the pine is run and subjected to a great 
heat, and distilled until the alcohol is extract 
ed from it, while the rosin is volatilized and 
precipitated as tar. The two retorts distill 
three anda half cords of wood perday. A 
half cord of wood is required as fuel to each 
cord distilled. 

PAINTS AND OILS. 

While the main work of rebuilding and re- 
pairing the damages caused by the earthquake 
was completed a year ago, much of the interior 
printing and finishing was delayed. This has 
been looked after this year and with the large 
number of new buildings that have been 
erected has kept up the city trade in paintsand 
oils toa very respectable figure,while there has 
been a most gratifying increase in the trade 
with the interior. As in all other branches 
of trade the outlook for the coming year is 
most encouraging and dealers in paints and 
oils anticipate a profitable season both in their 
city trade and in their business connections 

with the interior. 

The table given below of some manufactures 
of New Or'eans, the number of establishments, 
hands employed, wages paid, materials used 
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and output, was prepared with considerable 
labor, after much the same manner in which 
the United States in 1880 secured its statistics 
of the manufactures, each of the factories 
being visited or written to for information on 
this subject, and, if it could not be obtained 
from them it was secured elsewhere,

It will be seen that capital no longer hesi- 
tates to go into manufactures in New Orleans, 
that it can be readily obtained for any new 
enterprise which shows any chance of success, 
It will also be noted that the amount invested 
in manufacturing enterprises grows larger 
each year, and that as much was so invested in 
1887-88 as during the entire decade fromm 1870 to 
1880, 
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The Trade in Columbia, 8S. C. 


The growth of business in Columbia, §. C., 
during the past twelve months is given 
special mention in a recent issue of the 
Charleston News and Courier, from which we 
take the following: 

There are tributary to Columbia about 
twenty-five turpentine distilleries with an 
average annual yield of about 25,000 barrels of 
rosin and 8,000 casks of spirits of turpentine. 
Prices of rosin have ruled low throughout the 
season and are very much depressed at pres- 
ent. Spirits of turpentine, however, have 
yielded very satisfactory returns. Rosin will 
average this season for all grades $160 per 
birrel net to producer, while spirits is worth 
$14 net, making a total net valuation of $10,000 
for rosin and $112,000 for spirits of turpentine. 
The navigation of the Congaree, incomplete 
as it is, has greatly facilitated the movements 
of rosin, giving a saving of 40 to 0 cents per 
barrel to the producer. 

From 1l5to 25 per cent. is estimated as the 
increase in drugs and medicines during the 
year 1887-88. ‘The business of the city was 
$88,000.

The upward movement in the price of pig 
ead has continued under the srrong buying 
of bull operators. Considerable hold aloof, 
buying only when forced by actual necessi- 
ties. The position has been strengthened by a 
sharp rise in the London market, and by the 
fact that the offerings from refiners are not 
so liberal as they have been. At the close 5e 
was demanded for spot and early futures. 
From the West we learn that a strong feeling 
prevails with higher prices. Messrs. Everett 
& Post writes from Chicago on the 8th inst.: 
“Tn this market 4 65@45%4c have been the going 
prices during the week, and at the close 4 70 is 
bid and 434c asked. The business done has 
been only triflipg. St. Louis opened up with 
ales of a few hundred tons at 4 65c for Sep- 
tember and October delivery. The week has 
been an active one, with some large lines 
changing hands, and values have advanced up 
to 470c, which has been paid for October deliv- 
eries, but all the lead purchased has been for 
speculators’ account, and ther- is still more 
offering for sale. 1t don’t look as though this 
market could be pumped dry.” 

White lead corroders are evidently impressed 
by the upward movement in prices for pig 
.lead, and offers to sell at low figures are not so 
urgent as they have been in the past. Still 
#>me brands can be bought close down to 5c, 
though how long this will continue is purely a 
matter of conjecture. Some corroders have 
advanced their quotations 4c, making their 
net price 5¥%c, und others are likely to follow 
this example if pig lead continues to advance, 

American Oxide of Zinc has ruled steady, 
with the demand fuir for the season, and quota- 
tations unchanved, at 4!4@4%4c according to 
quality.

Dry Colors. 
REDS. 

A fair jobbing business is reported in the 
market for the several pigments, while there 
seems to be a lack of animation, buyers eviden- 
ly supplying only their actual wants.

English Venetian reds 
are in fair jobbing demand, without special 
feature, however, and prices ruling at old 
figures, namely, $1 45@150 for special brands 
in large lots, while other grades in smaller 
quantities are selling at $1 35@145.

China clay.—There has been a fair move- 
ment, with an almast unlimited supply on 
spot and nearby. Business is considered,on the 
whole, fairly satisfactory, Quotations con- 
tinue at $13.50 for low grades, $16 for mediums 
and $18 for the higher qualities. 

Tale-—The imported has had a fair inquiry 
and prices are well maintained. There is more 
or less doing in the domestic article, but it 
would seem that the French is still, more in 
favor, even at advanced figures. Foreign is 
quoted at 144@134c, and American is held at 
56@11¢c according to quality. 

Terra alba—The market for French is com- 
paratively bare of supplies, and the article is 
only tobe obtained by paying an advanced 
price, while the prospect of supplies being re- 
ceived in the near future to relieve the mar- 
ket are not very good at the moment, From 
all appearances it does not seem probable 
that sufficient stock will be received to sup- 
ply the usual fall trade when it arrives. An 
odd lot was sold at a figure a little under to 
day's quotation, but this is accounted for, we 
are informed, by the fact that the goods were 
hardly first class. We are quoted to-day 87i¢c 
on spot. Domestics are rather dull, at our for- 
mer quotations of $9 00@15 00 as to quality. 


Whiting—The manufacturers continue 
to be overrun’ with orders at the 
present time, and it is said it 8 


impossible to place an order for a consider- 
able quantity with any one manufacturer. 
Taken altogether, the market is pretty well 
filled with orders. Values are quoted very firm 
at 45@52e for commercial and 60@65c for gil- 
ders. 

Clues. 
f An improved demand for consumption has 
been noted the past week. as is customary at 
this season. The general conditions of the 
market remain the same, however, and prices 
continue in buyer’s favor. A decided falling 
off in importations is attracting attention. 

Class. 

WINDOW GLASS. 

The market for window glass presents no 
new or particularly interesting features. The 
demand for both imported and domestic im 
proves as the season advances but there is not 


a very large volume of business as yet. 
The discounts are 75 and 5@75 and 10 


per cent. on American, as to quantity, while 
on French they are 70, 10 and 5% to buy- 
ers of 25 boxes or less, with an extra dis- 
count of 5% on purchases of 26 tu 200 boxes, 
and 10% on purchases of 201 boxes or more, 
provided that the purchases have been made 
during the calendar month. It is immaterial 
whether purchases are confined to one house 
or distributed among all the importers,

Window Glass Items, 


Mr. Isaac Cline, ex-president of the Window 
Glass Workers’ Association, who has recently 
returned to Pittsburg from Kansas, where he 
has been manager of a glass works, said ina 
conversation with a reporter: “I do not be- 
lieve that any of the factories will resume op- 
erations before the time agree upon. The 
only danger is from those factories outside 
the Manufacturers’ Association. One thing 
can be taken for granted, the workmen will 
adhere strictly to their agreement as they 
have done in the past. The prospects for the 
window glass trade are encouraging. Stocks 
are small, and considering this is presidential 
year business will be good. I certainly am op- 
posed toa reduction in the tariff on glass, I 
am speaking as a non-partisan, but conse- 
quently believe that should the Mills bill pass 
stagnation in the window glass trade will fol- 
low for years.” 

A Pittsburg firm of window glass manufac- 
turers are about to renew an industry that has 
been long dormant in that city, namely, the 
manufacture of ground glass. Grinding boxes 
to be operated by an engine have been ar- 
ranged, and they will improve upon the old 
rocking motion by which sand and gravel are 
moved over the surface of the glass, greater 
speed being secured, The new establishment 
will have a capacity of 15,000 feet per day. The 
white sand used in window glass factories and 
ocean gravel will be employed, 

The glass works recently completed at Gate 
City, Ala., contemplates adding a plate glass 
department, but this departure will depend 
upon the success of the present venture. 

iventually enough plate glass will be manu- 
factured in this country to supply the home 
trade and leave something over for export, 

Mr. James Campbell, President of the Win- 
dow Glass Workers’ Association, who went to 
Belgium as chairman of a delegation to the 
International Conference of Window Glass 
Workers, was at last accounts expected to 
arrive home, in Pittsburg, on the 8th inst. We 
have heard nothing regarding the results of 
the conference, but probably after Mr. Camp- 
bell has recovered from the effects of his long 
journey he will have a good deal to say regard- 
ing the work accomplished by himself and his 
confreres while abroad. We will also, no doubt, 
learn something regarding the general result 
of the International Conference, 

The Eastern Window Glass Manufacturers 
seem determined to light their fires and resume 
work generally before the end of the current

As this is opposed to the interests of 
the Western manufacturers great pressure is 
being brought to bear by them to induce the 
Eastern men to change their mind. The West- 
ern manufacturers think that if any glass is 
made before October 8 it will hamper the trade 
in disposing of the stock now on hand and pre- 
vent them from getting better prices during 
the fall season.

Japanese Lacquer for Troa Ships. 

The Japanese Admiralty has finally decided 
upon coating the bottoms of all their ships 
with a material closely akin to the lacquer to 
which we are so much accustomed as a special- 
ity of furniture work, says Invention, Although 
the preparation differs somewhat from that 
commonly known as Japanese lacquer, the 
base of it is the same—viz., gum lac, as it is 
commonly termed. An American contempo- 
rary relates how experiments, which have been 
long continued by the imperial naval depart- 
ment have resulted in affording proof that the 
new coating material remains fully eflicient for 
three years, and the report on the subject de- 
monstrates that, although the first cost of the 
material is three times the amount of that 
hitherto employed, the number of dockings 
required will be reduced by its use to the pro- 
portion of one to six. A vessel of the Russian 
Pacific fleet has already been coated with the 
new preparation, which, the authorities say, 
completely withstands the fouling influences 
so commonin tropical waters. Itis stated that 
it occupied the native inventor for many years 
to overcome the tendency of the lac to harden 
and crack, but having successfully accom- 
plished this it is now claimed that the finely 
polished surface of the mixture resists in an 
almost perfect degree the liability of barnacles 
to adhere or weeds to grow, while presumably 
the same high polish must materially reduce 
the skin friction which is so important an ele- 
ment affecting the speed of iron ships.

Of late there has been a great deal of talk 
about the beneficial effects which result from 
the use of parnflin for laundry purposes, and 
the new cleanser is being brought prominent- 
ly before the public in the form ot soap, which 
is selling well. It is hoped that this depart- 
mentof the paraffin trade may be developed 
in the future, but in the meantime paraffin as 
a cleanser can only be mentioned asa novelty. 
Sulphate of ammonia is still very depressed, 
and there is practically no business doing, 


either for spot or forward delivery, Prices 
range from £11 5s to £11 7s 6d perewt. There 


isa good demand for paraflin,wax and seale,ard 
candle makers are now finding a readier outlet 
for their make, owing, no doubt, to the fact 
that the season is approaching. Apart from 
the mineral oil trade there has been also 
a considerable improvement in oils in general 
during the month which has just closed, and 
prices all round show an advance. Notably is 
this the case with regard to rapeseed oil, whlch 
has gone up £3 to £4 per ton, owing to the 
scarcity of the raw material. Cottonseed oil 
has kept pretty firm, and the demand is good. 
This class of seed is also dear, so that no de- 
cline may be looked for in the value of the oil, 
Owing to the high prices which are being 
asked, lurd oil has almost been driven out of 
the market, and—a rare occurrence—sperm oil 
can be bought nearly as cheap as it is now. 
Linseed oil is steady, though in the beginning 
of the month it looked as if it were going to 
rise. The tallow market being firm, especially 
for American, may have something to do with 
the high prices of fish oils, pale seal having ad- 
vanced 10s to 15s per ton. Marrow fat is selling 
well, as might be expected at this season of the 
year, and the price is much below that of lard,

Linseed oil continues on a steady basis of 
h3e for city brands and 50c for Western oil on 
spot. It is gennerally admitted that the stock 
on hand is light and prices are likely to remain 


steady until new oil is an element in the 
market. 


The cotton oil market has not changed in 
any particular since last writing. The small 
stock of prime crude oil is more closely con- 
centrated and held at the firm figure of 42c 
for seasonable prime in a jobbing way. Sum- 
mer yellow oil still commands 484%@49c 
according to qnantity and summer 
white about 49@5ic. There is a 
liberal distribution of the various grades into 
the consumptive channels, and the expecta- 
tion is still entertained that the market will be 
bare of crude and summer yellow before new 
oil is offering toany important extent. Sum- 
mer white oil is in slow demand, but the ag- 
gregate movement of this grade during the 
season is somewhat in excess of last year, and 
one noticeable feature 
eign demand for it. Supplies of the latter are 
also light, and present prices will no doubt 
be well maintained until the new season 
is well under way. There is more or less in- 
quiry for future delivery of new crude and 
indications point to some important contracts 
soon. The lard refiners have been feeling the 
pulse of the market and business is expected to 
result, but on private terms. Bids are fre- 
quently made on ‘Change, and several have 
been accepted at 354éc for crude to be delivered 
during the next three months, but the transac- 
tions are small, owing to the fact that the prob- 
able course of values has not been defined toa 
satisfactory extent.

The small stock here is owing to the non-ar- 
rival of the Tweed, which has been condemned; 
its cargo of 500 tons may not arrive here but be 
sent to England by the underwriters, 
The first lot of oil from Ceylon comes on the 
Lucy A. Nickels which is due in a few days 
with 650 tons. Next month the Sultan is ex- 
pected with 650 tons, followed by the Edwin 
Reed late in November with 720 tons. As 
stated in previous issues, considerable stock 
afloat has been transferred to second hands 
and a good portion of it has been sold for con- 
sumption. The statistical position is con- 
sidered favorable, for present prices being well 
maintained or a change to higher quotations. 

Olive oil is quoted at a wide range, according 
toholder. Both Spanish and Italian grades are 
offering at 69@72c, but most of the business is 
done at the inside figures. Only a jobbing 
trade is reported. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 

Several articles in this line have advanced, 
with the tendency still upward. The past few 
weeks have witnessed a great change in genc- 
ral quotations, but with one or twoexceptions 
trade has been restricted in consequence. 
Lard oil is quoted at 73c for prime ice-pressed, 
owing tothe unusual fluctuations in the lard 
market ; but as the speculation in this article 
is expected to lose ground in the autumn, buy- 
ers are not disposed to contract beyond their 
immediate wants. 

Elaine oil is closely following the rise in the 
tallow market and the demand has been so 
urgent that manufacturers are unable to fill 
orders promptly. The range of prices is 3644@ 
40c, according to quantity. 

The uncertainty about the season's catch of 
whales and the probability that it will show 
less than last year, have caused a demand to 
spring up for crude sperm and whale oils in 
New Bedford, where 1,570 bbls sperm brought 
60c, and 600 bbls northern whale oil changed 
hands on private terms. The refined market 
is slightly firmer, but quotations are not 
revised. The most important ehange 
has occurred in whalebone, which sold this 
time last week at $3, with holders’ views now 
in the neighborhood of $350. The latterisa 
nominal figure, as buyers are scarce at the 
advance, and no business is passing. 

Menhaden fish oil has taken an unexpected 
jump, caused by liberal buying and good in- 
quiry. Our last report closed with bids of 26c, 
and .it was expected that stock would 
be released at a fraction above, but it 
required 28 to move oil from northern 
factories, this figure having been paid for 
three lots aggregatting 3,500 bbls. for manu- 
facture. The buyefs have to wait for most 
of their oil to be made, as all the factories 
have been selling their production ahead this 
season, a large portion of which has been taken 
by Boston parties who were unable to ob- 
tain Southern oil as usual, owing to the poor 
fishing results. The market is rather sensitive 
at the moment, and it is not known what price 
will buy additional lots. It is expected that 
values for crude oil will not advance above 
30c, notwithstanding the strong situation, as it 
is alleged that herring oil from the Pacific 
coast will be offered in competition. Pressed 
grades are sympathizing to a corresponding 
extent, and the movement is more active. 





Mineral Oils. 

The market for mineral lubricating oils is 
still unchanged in any particular. Business is 
light, but more inquiry is to be noted for fu- 
ture months. Black summer oil is attracting 
less interest as cold weather approaches, and 
cold test oils are gradually being substituted, 
the first inquiry being for 25@30 test followed, 
atalater period, by 15 test. Paraffine oils are 
selling at the usual uniform prices, with no 
probabilities ot an upward tendency. The 
entire market is steady, and no complaints are 
heard, 


Wax, Lard, Tallow, Etc. 

Paraffine wax continues to be one of the 
steadiest articles on the list, and the volume 
of busincss in Crude wax is apparently satis- 
factory for the season. The selling prices of 
crude are 444@5c, for 126 and 128, melting point 
according to quantity. Refined wax has a 
moderate movement at the usual quotations 
which are considered low by manufacturers. 

The lard market is active and higher, with 
10 35c quoted for cash lard, 9 80c for city steam 
and 10@11 25c for refined. The advance is at- 
tributed to the squeezing of September and 
October shorts. 

Lard stearine is slightly higher. and quoteg 
at 114@l2c bid and asked respectively, but 
stock is scarce and very little business is do- 
ing. Oleomargarine is dull at 1044c, Consum- 
ers seem to be well supplied. 

Tallow is in a firm position at the advance to 
53<c, but thts is above the views of buyers who 
are inclined to postpone wants until a later 
period when tallow will be in abundant 


supply. 


Naval Stores. 

Spirits Turpentine—The market for spirite

They 
base their belief on the fact that there is a 
considerable amount of stock on the way, 
which will shortly arrive, and which will 
change the appearance of the yards consider- 
ably, as there is at present only a compara- 
tively small stock on hand. Trading has been 
fair in a jobbing way, but it is said that buy- 
ers are not over anxious to enter the market 
for supplies, with the prospect of larger 
stocks and lower figures. At the close, to-day, 
the market was stcady though quiet, at 38%@ 
39, an advance of 1}éc over the quotations at 
the same time last week. 

Rosins—Low grades have continued dull, 
only a few parcels being sold for local con- 
sumption, The market at Savannah has been, 
to a certain extent, demoralized, and we give 
an exhaustive review of the situatian in our 
editorial columns. Pales are in a much better 
position and all supplies have been taken 
readily at full prices. The market closed to- 
day, with grades below N dull and nominal, 
and the closing figures showed a reduction on 
several of the letters. The better qualities 
were firm and in demand at previ»us quota- 
tions.

The crude sperm oil market has been active 
during the week with sales of 1,400 bbls. for 
manufacture at 60c, and the market closes firm 
at the quotation. 

The crude whale oil market has been quite 
active, with sales of 730 bbls. Northern for 
manufacture on private terms, and the market 
closes firm on account of rather discouraging 
news from the northwest.

Detection of Cottonseed Oil in Olive 

Oil. 


The method described by E. Milliau is based 
upon the reducing action of the fatty acids 
contained in cottonseed oil. 

In a porcelain dish, holding about 11, licc. 
of the oil are heated to about 110° C; then with 
continued heating a!mixture of 15 cc. soda sol- 
ution of 40° B., and 15 cc. alcohol of 92° is 
gradually added. As soon as the boiling mass 
shows a uniform consistency, as an indication 








of perfect saponification, about 500 cc. water 
are added drop by drop to prevent cooling and 
the formation of lumps. 

After a few moments boiling the fatty acids 
are separated by means of a 10 per cent. solu- 
tion of sulphuric acid. When the separation 
is complete and the sulphuric acid present in 
excess, about 5 cc. of the fatty acid mixture is 
removed with a silver spoon, and poured into 
a test tube having a diameter of about 3 cm., 
and 12 cm. in length, after which 20 cc alcohol 
of 92° is added. To the solution is added 2 cc. 
of a solution of silver nitrate (30 gms. to 100 cc. 
water) and then the tube is placed in water, 
and heated until about one third of the mass 
is evaporated,whereupon the tube is removed, 
and the operation completed. 

Whatever the origin of the olive oil, its 
fatty acids will remain unchanged, in case the 
oil is pure: if however it contains cottonseed 
oil, a reduction will be observed, whereby the 
silver is separated in the metallic state, while 
the black colored mixture of fatty acids will 
rise to the surface. 


This chemical reaction, which is analogous 
to the aldehyde reaction and very delicate, 
will with certainty indicate the presence of 1 
per cent, cottonseed oil in olive oil. This 
method also avoids all sources of error, be- 
cause it does not operate with the oil which 
may contain foreign reducing bodies, but 
only with the fatty acids, which have been 
freed from all impurities.—Seifenf.

The Savannah Glut in Rosin. 
The news of the glut of the Savannah mar- 


ket with common rosin, published in the News 
and Courier last week did not seem to pro- 
duce any marked impression in Charleston. 
The buyers and sellers tnere seem to be pretty 
well in acord, and both agree that it isu waste 
of time, talent, labor, brains and capital for 
the Georgia turpentine farmers to send com- 
mon rosin tomarket. As a facetious factor 
remarked **G’ rosin is N. G., and the rosin- 
growers of South Carolina learned some time 
ago that there is no good in shipping a com- 
modity that nobody wants, and for which 
there is no market. Whether they feed it to 
their swine or use it to manure bottom corn 
lands, I’m not certain, but I do know that 
very little of it finds its way to market. I sup- 
pose the Georgia turpentine farmers will 
‘catch on’ to the idea in a year or two ” 

Mr. George Dressel, a naval stores dealer, 
was asked to say something about the state of 
the market. “The rosin market,” said Mr. 
Dressel, “has been dull, not to say stagnant, 
for the past week or two, principally, I think, 
for the reason of a scarcity of freight room. 
The stock in Charleston of common rosins is, 
I think, not over 20,000 barrels, and I don’t 
think that there are over 3,500 barrels up for 
sale. Prices have been very low, but then 
there has been an advance of from two to 
three centsa gallon on turpentine, and this 
has compensated the shippers somewhat. The 
stagnation in the rosin market is due prin- 
cipally to the lack of tonnage or freight room. 
There are two vessels in port now loading with 
naval stores, and we expect others in shortly. 
As soon as these vessels arrive the market will 
improve somewhat in tone.” 


“We are very much like Savannah,” suid 


another dealer who was interviewed, “at least 
in respect to rosin.” But we haven't so muc 
of aglut because the people who send naval 
stores here have‘already realized that it is more 
profitable to throw away common rosin than 
to ship it to port. Itreally don’t pay, especial- 
ly since the rise in ocean freights.” 
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THE RISE IN OCEAN FREIGHTS. 


This suggested to the interviewer another 
idea, “the rise in freights,” and another in- 
quiry was set on foot in the direction of freight 
room, 

A shipper said that it was true,that there 
had been a considerable advance in ocean 
freights this year, and that it was not confined 
to Charleston, but extended to all the ports. 

“Some years ago,” he said, “business was 
very slack all over the country and freights 
went down to such a figure that a vessel could 
scarcely pay the expenses of the voyage. I 
don't say that there has been a ship combina- 
tion, but I haven’t the slightest doubt that a 
good many shipowners have had a consulta- 
tion and have agreed to raise the rates. This 
is evident because of the increase this year in 
ocean freight rates, which are now held at 13 
32. Still this rate is not high. Six or seven 
years ago the ocean freight rate was half- 
penny (a half penny, or 16-32.) Then came the 
tumble, and the shipowners began to lose 
money, or at least to lose dividends, They 
must have agreed together this year to in- 
crease the rate. But whether they have or 
not, the rate has been increased, and that is 
one ef the reasons why there is a scarcity of 
shipping here and in Savannah. Mortunately, 
however, Charleston can stand it fora while 
at least. 

“ No, I don’t think there will be much of a 
reduction in freights. Thirteen thirty-seconds 
is not an exorbitant rate. The trouble is that 
shippers have been having so much the best 
of the shipowners for the past three or four 
years that they are a little stiff. They will 
have to come up and meet the views of the 
shipowners eventually, however. I expect 
that there will be an abundance of shipping in 
Charleston by the first of October.”

The Oil Tree. 


The Rural, Horticole calls attention to the 
value of the oil yielded by the seed of the “oil 
tree” of China and Japan, Aleurites cordata, 
or perhaps more correctiy Elwocca cordata. 
This tree resembles in habit and in foliage the 
common fig tree. The fruit is a capsule the 
size of an orange, formed of several cells, each 
containing a large thick-shelled seed. These 
seeds contain an active purgative principle 
and are not edible. They contain, however, 
40 per cent of their weight of aclear, colorless, 
limpid oil, possessing remarkable siccative 
properties. This oil is used largely in China 
and Japan in the manufacture of lacquers, in 
making water-proof cloths and in .painting 
buildings aud for lights. An oil tree five or 
six years old may be expected, it appears, to 
produce an average annual crop of from 300 to 
400 pounds of seed. It thrives on dry, sandy, 
rocky soil, and has been found to succeed in 
some parts of southern France, where, and in 
Algiers, its more general cultivation is now 
urged. Experiments with this tree should be 
made in California, and as it is found in the 
northern island of Nippon, it may be expected 
to be hardy in many parts of the United States,

Bulgarian Otto of Rose. 


A correspondent writes: “Against the gene- 
ral expectation, the yield of otto of rose im 
Bulgaria has been a very good one this season, 
amounting to about 85,000 ozs. The weather 
during the distilling period (May 22 to June 20) 
and that which immediately preceded it was 
so favorable that an average weight of 9 okka 
of flowers sufficed to yield one miscal (nearly 5 
grammes) of otto, while as a rule 12 okka of 
flowers are required to produce that quantity. 
Prices are rather lower than last season, parfly 
because of the heavy old stock which is stil) 
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held by the principal dealers, and also because 
the export outlook is very unfavorable. Tur- 
key, the principal buyer, having now put a 
customs duty of 8 per cent. ad valorem on otto 
of rose, which was formerly admitted duty 
free. Moreover, the Bulgarian and East Rou- 
melian emigrants who have settled in the Turk- 
ish vilazets of Adrianople and Broussa have 
founded rose plantations there, which already 
commence to compete severely with those in 
Bulgaria.”

The Drug Trade in Turkey. 


The consumption of drugs and chemicals in 
Smyrna is very considerable, and in 1887 alone 
over 1,500 packages were landed, not counting 
alarge number of cases containing quinine 
preparations, mostly of inferior quality. Lon- 
don, Paris, Vienna, Stuttgart, and Milan have 
most of the Smyrna trade. The importation 
of German drugs, especially febrifuges (a very 
large article of consumption in the Levant) 
has much increased since 1888. Among chemi- 
cals, which are mostly produced from Eng- 
land, France and Italy, and lately also from 
Germany,sulphur,soda,and potash salts are the 
principal ones. Sicilian sulphur is much used 
to combat the oidium or blight in the vines, 
while English soda finds a continually increas- 
ing employment in the flourishing local soap 
industry. The use of potash for drying grapes 
is also increasing. This article is procured 
from England (via Amsterdam, the cheapest 
route), Austria, and very largely from Col- 
ogne.

Cinchona in Jamaica. 


Tho superintendent of the Jamaica cinchona 
wardens, in his report for 1887, states that 
some cinchona trees have been dying off that 
year. On investigation, it was found that the 
bark at the junction of stem and root has 
been injured, and that in consequence the 
mycelium of a fungas had penetrated between 
the bark and wood. The bark had beeome 
loosened on the roots, and decayed away. It 
is probable that the injury was caused by the 
wind during the last hurricane. It would be 
difficult to detect such injury at first, but 
probably an early application of the remedy 
prescribed for the orange trees would 
have saved the trees. Trees which are too far 
gone to save should be taken up by the roots 
and barked. The bark may be stored after 
thorough drying, for mildew does not affect 
the quantity or quality of the alkaloids when 
the bark is cured.

Russian Quicksilver 

The first Russian quicksilver mine has now 
been worked since December, 1886. It is situ- 
ated near the station of Nikitowka, in the gov- 
ernment of Ekaterinoslav in Southern Russia, 
on the Donetz River, about 100 miles north of 
the Sea of Azoff. At first the yield was esti- 
mated at 4,000 poods or about 145,000 lbs. mer- 
cury per annum,but after a few months’ work 
the demand for quicksilver is said to have in- 
creased to such an extent as to necessitate the 
extension of the works. The average propor- 
tion of mercury in the ore is said to be 1 per 
cent., although occasionally it reaches as high 
as 5 percent. When the mines were started 
they worked with three roasting ovens, one 
capable of treating 1,100 poods of large ore, 
and the others for 500 poods of small ore daily. 
At present, however, five ovens are working 
at full power, and asixth one is being built, 
which will bring the capacity of the works up 
to 8,000 to 8,509 poods of ore perday. During 
the first year’s working about 35 per cent. of 
the mercury appears to be lost, but this is ac- 
counted for by the fact that the walls and 
roofs of the subliming apparatus became im- 
pregnated with mercury, and in future it is 
thought that the loss will not exceed 10 per 
cent. During the year 1887 762,302 poods of ore 
were roasted. Taking the average richness of 
the ore at 1 per cent., this would give a total 
yield of 285,191 lbs. or 3,802 bottles, but allow- 
ing for the large loss, probably not over 2,500 
bottles were obtained, or about one-twelfth 
of the yield of the Spanish mines,

Crude Petroleum for Forges. 


A new system of burning crude petroleum 
in common forges is in operation at Ashtabu- 
la, Ohio. It is a patented process and consists 
simply of oil and air in the proper proportions 
to obtain complete combustion: At this mill 
they are using it in all their forges to the en- 
tire exclusion of coal and with the most satis- 
factory results in L«azing ferules for handles 
of hayforks, etc., welding shanks and other 
parts of their work, and for drawing the steel 
under their hammers, and for heating and 
tempering; in fact, in every place where heat 
is used. A gentleman interested in a cheaper 
fuel than coal was investigating this system, 
and could not quite credit the statement of the 
superintendent, that seven gallons of oil was 
doing the work of 200 pounds of coal, so he was 
told to measurethe coal and oil himself, with 
the result that he found five gallons of oil, or 
one-half gallon per hour, was all that was 
used to take the place of the above amount of 
coal, the coal costing 50 cents against 7 cents 
for oil, Atthis showing it did not take the 
outside man long to make up his mind that 
that was the fire he was looking for. The en- 
ormous saving this must be to the manufac- 
turers in this country who are engaged in this 
and similar lines of industry can easily be un- 





* g@erstood, Uniess a man owns his gas wells it 
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is said to be cheaper than natural gas, having 
all of its advantages and none of its disadvan- 
tages. This oil system is as independent as 
anything can possibly be, and wherever 
it has been used, no increased rates of 
insurance has been demanded. The work- 
men get to work sooner in the morn- 
ing (from seven to ten minutes after 
the power starts. There is no stopping to re- 
plenish the fires as with coal, the heat is con- 
stant, and all the men have to do is to hammer 
away from morning until night: the air is clear 
and free from smoke and the disagreeable odor 
of anthracite coal,while the shop is much cooler, 
as there is not as much waste heat as with coal, 
the fire being directed just where it is needed. 
The workmen earn more, and the steel is said 
to be of better quality than is possible where 
coal with all its impurities is used. 

The Boston and Albany Repair Shops, Spring- 
field, Mass., is another place where this fire is 
being used for forging purposes. Car axles are 
heated there in 35 minutes that with coal take 
14 hours; then they have jobs of work come in 
that must be immediately attended to, and by 
using this fire the furnace can be started and 
the job completed, and the fire put out in as 
short a time as it would take a new coal fire to 
get started, The foreman says this is a great 
point gained if there was none other. At an- 
other place this fire is being used making horse- 
shoe nails, and the manager said they were 
making 15 cents’ worth of oil, at 34% cents per 
gallon, do the work of 50 cents’ worth of coal. 
Another very noticeable saving here was the 
wear of the dies in the forging machines, the 
manager saying that with the oil firea pair of 
dies would last more than a day, while the same 
machine forging nails from rods heated by coal 
used three pairs of dies per day: this is owing 
to the iron being softer and freer from the hard 
scale caused by the anthracite coal. The mana- 
ger also said there was a saving of 20 per cent. 
in labor, as there were no fires to replenish or 
wait for, no ashes to take away; in fact, noth- 
ing to prevent the men from giving their whole 
attention to their machines, 

This system of heat is now used for welding 
chain, Some beautiful samples of this work 
are shown in the company’s office, welded 
without any flux whatever, thus showing that 
avery clean fire can be produced. They are 
also welding shanks onto shovel blades, wagon 
skeins, melting type metal for type machines, 
tinning kettles for tinning malleable iron‘ 
melting brass, making and tempering car 
springs, annealing mufties in brass mills, drop 
forgings, annealing cartridge shells, etc,; in 
fact there is hardly any place where heat is 
required that this system is not adapted to. 

It is very interesting to see this process in 
operation and to visit mills where there are no 
unsightly heaps of ashes or bins of coal, but 
instead find a clean floor; no shields up or 
necessary to keep the heat off the men, but 
the air comparatively cool; no smoke, no odor, 
but everything as clean and comfortable as it 
is possible to have such a place.—Manufactur- 
ers’ Record, 
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The Mustard Crop. 


Advices reach us from the Fen district to 
the effect that the area of land growing mus- 
tard this year is less than last season says the 
London Grocer. The low price obtained for 
seed in the autumn of 1887 is stated to be the 
cause of this, and from what we hear the pres- 
ent year’s crop is hardly so good in quality as 
that of last season. Little white mustard has 
been grown in the neighborhood of Wisbech, 
this kind being better adapted for the Lin- 
colnshire Fens, especially in the neighborhood 
of Boston. There are some fair crops of brown 
mustard in places, but with the showery 
weather of the past week it is hardly likely 
that the seed will be harvested in the pink of 
condition. From present appearances mus- 
tardseed is likely to be worth a little more 
than it was last year, but, as we have before 
stated, the crop will be a smaller one and it 
should be remembered that all the principal 
buyers laid in a very large stock of seed last 
year, so that they may not need to purchase 
heavily at the approaching autumn markets.

Storage of Petroleum in England. 


This is a question which still occupies the 
attention and commands the best energies of 
the leading authorities in the trade, who,with- 
out the least state interference or external 
help of any kind, are continually devising the 
most approved means of storing mineral oils 
and rendering the handling or management of 
them as harmless as possible. The latest de- 
velopment of which we hear on good author- 
ity in this direction is that brought out by the 
Kerosene and Tank and Storage Company 
(Limited), who, as owners of the Atlantic 
Wharf, at Bow Common, have just commenced 
laying their pipe line from the Regent’s Canal 
Dock to the tanks in the wharf, thus com- 
pleting the arrangements which have been 
long contemplated by the superintendent, Mr. 
Patrick Molyneaux, who has had in hand the 
entire construction of the Atlantic wharf 
from the outset of its career, and who, in the 
interests of the above-named company, is 
always making additions and improvements 
whenever they are needed. The most modern 
system of safe keeping is now put into actual 
practice, and it is expected that it will prove a 
great success, as the passage through a 
tube without exposure to the air renders the 
transit and storing of petroleum oil much 





safer than that by any other mode which has 
yet been tried. By this perfected method the 
oil does not see daylight from the time it 
leaves the tanks in America or Russia until it 
arrives at this port, and is ordered for delivery 
from the wharf to the dealer or consumer, 
flowing, as it were, in one continuous stream 
from the source of itssupply to the very cellars 
or cisterns where the article is to be finally de- 
posited. The idea is a bold one, well conceived 
and thoroughly carried out, and such are the 
energy and skill displayed in the mineral oil 
trade uowadays, that we should not be sur- 
prised if a plan were invented shortly by 
which burning oils might be conveyed in the 
smallest quantities to the houses of the popu- 
lation, without being carried about in small 
hand-vessels that are apt to become leaky or 
get upset, and which, moreover,are sometimes 
the preventable causes of dangerous if not 
fatal accidents to young and inexperienced 
persons.— Oil Trade Review. 
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English Petroleum Markets. 


London.—Features of considerable interest 
and importance have been apparent in the 
market for this article during the month just 
closed, and those of the trade who were antici- 
pating the same quiet and easy-going times as 
experienced in former seasons must be much 
surprised at the sudden, and we might almost 
say violent, changes which have ensued within 
the last two months. In noting the progress 
of the deliveries at the port of London during 
August it is satisfactory tostate that they have 
been quite equal to those in 1887; but the most 
striking fact of all in the statistics here is that 
relating to the imports, which have been im- 
mensely heavy, viz., 84,000 bbls. against barely 
16,000 bbls. last year, and the total stock haviug 
been rapidly augmented now shows an excess 
of several thousands of barrels over that in 
1887 or 1886. Despite this enormous accumula- 
tion of supplies, the market has been very 
buoyant since our last monthly summary, 
stimulated into action principally by the ad- 
vices of higher freights and a shorter pro- 
duction in America and, with the additional 
impetus of a speculative demand, extensive 
sales have resulted at repeatedly advanced 
rates. Oil in all positions has been largely dealt 
in, and the closing quotations, which are %d 
to 344d: per gal. above those of the 3d inst., are 
as follows: Russian oil 63¢d to 65gd; American 
refined at 734d to 754d on the spot, 6%d to 7 
for September to December delivery, and at 
644d for January to February. Water-white 
oil has participated in the rise, and is quoted 
10d to 104d per gal.; followed by a sitilar 
move in Petroleum Spirit, which commands 
734d to 8d for ordinary, and 844d to 834d for rec- 
tified; and Refined Coal Oil, so long depressed, 
has lately been of ready sale at 6d per gal.

Gas from Oil. 


A very interesting paper on this subject was 
read by Dr. Stepenson Macadam, an eminent 
authority on chemistry, at the recent confer- 
ence of the Gas Institute, held in Glasgow. 
There was a large gathering of members in 
the Corporation Galleries, where the confer- 
ence took place. Dr. Macadam began by 
stating that during the past seventeen years 
he had devoted much attention to the photo- 
genic or illuminating values of different qual- 
ities of paraffin oils in various lamps, and to 
the production of permanent illuminating 
gas from parafiin oils. The earlier experiments 
were directed to the employment of the para- 
fin oils as oils, and the results proved the 
great superiority of the paratlin oils as illum- 
in ating agents over vegetable and animal oils, 
alike for lighthouse and ordinary house service, 
The later trials were mainly concerned with 
the breaking up of the paraflin oils into 
permanent illuminating gas.Experiments were 
made at low heats, medium heats and high 
heats, which proved that, according to the 
respective qualities of the paraftin oils em- 
ployed in the trials, there were more or less 
tendency at the lower heats to distil oil in- 
stead of permanent gas; whilst at the high 
heats there was a liability to decarbonize 


the oil and gas, and to obtain a 
thin gas of comparatively small illumin- 
ating power. When, however, a good 


cherry-red heat was mantained, the oils split 
up in large proportion into permanent gas of 
high illuminating quality, accompanied by 
little tarry matter and with only a slight 
amount of separated carbon or deposited soot, 
The best mode of splitting up the paraftine 
oils into gas, and the special arrangements of 
the retort or distilling apparatus formed also 
an extensive inyguiry by itself. It was found 
that the best results were obtained by em- 
ploying iron retorts at a good cherry-red 
heat, and running in the oil as a thin stream 
direct into the retort so that it quickly im- 
pinged upon the red-hot metal, and without 
the interventiou of any coke or other matter 
in the retorts. The best practical trials were 
obtained in Pintsch’s apparatus and Keith’s 
apparatus, he oil employed in both being blue 
paraftine. The experimental results demon- 
strated that Pintsch’s apparatus yielded from 
the gallon of oil on the first occasion 90°70 
cubic feet of gas of 62°50 candle power, and on 
the second occasion 108°36 cubic feet of 50°15 
cand!e gas, or an average of 97°08 cubic feet of 
60°°2 candle power gas. In both cases the 
firing of the retorts was moderate, though in 
the second trial greater care was taken to se- 
cure uniformity of heat, and the oil 
was run in more slowly, so that there 
was more thorough splitting up of the 
oilinto permanent gas, The quality of the gas 
obtained was very high, owing to its contain- 
ing a large percentage of heavy hydrocarbons, 
of which there were respectively 39.25 and 
37.15 per cent., oran average of 38.20 per cent.; 
whilst the hydrosulphurie acid (sulphuretted 
hydrogen) was nothing, and the carbonic acid 
a mere trace. He had also examined samples 
of the gas taken from the various cylinders 
where the gas had been stored for several 
months under the pressure of several atmo- 
spheres, and in all cases the gas was found to 
be practically equal to the above quality, and 
hence was of a permanent character. The re- 
sults from Keith's apparatus were also given. 
They were less satisfactory. Taking the crude * 
paraffin oil at 2d a gallon, and with a specific 
gravity of 80 (wuter=1,000), or 84 Ds to the 
gallon, there were 264 gallons to the ton, at a 
cost of £2 4s per ton. The sperm light from 
the ton of oil as gas being 3,443 Ihs., he reck- 
oned that fully 3 hs. of sperm light were ob- 
tained from a pennyworth of the crude oil as 


gas. Then, taking the blue paraftin oil 
at 4d. per gallon, and there being 
255 gallons to the ton, he found the 
cost of one ton to be £4 5s; and as 


the sperm light of the ton of this oil as gas was 
5,150 Ib,, he calculated that 5 lb. of sperm light 
were yielded in the gas from a pennyworth of 
the blue oil. The very rich character of the oil 
gas—viz., 60-candle power, nearly 40 per cent, 
of heavy hydrocarbon—rendered it unsuitable 
for consumption at ordinary gas jets, though 
it might be burned readily and satisfactorily 
at small burners no larger than No.1 jets. In 
practical use it would be advisable to reduce 
the quality by admixture with thin and feeble 
gas, or to employ the oil gassimply for enrich- 
ing inferior gases derived from the more com- 
mon coals, In the reduction of the quality by 
the introduction of other gases attempts had 
been made to use atmospheric air as a dilutant. 
He was not in favor of such a mode of bring- 
ing down the quality to the ordinary make of 
gas, because in special trials made by mixing 
atmospheric air with oil gas of 0 to 60-candle

opening, clearing out residual products, re- 
charging and reclosing the retorts. There was 
necessarily, therefore, less labor and cost in 
working, and asthe gas was cleaner or freer 
from impurities the purifying plant and mate- 
rials would be correspondingly less. Oil gas 
was now employed for lighthouse service in 
the illumination of the lanterns on Ailsa Craig, 
and as motive power in the gas-engines con- 
nected with the fog-horns at Langness and 
Ailsa Craig lighthouse stations. It was also 
used largely in the lighting of our railway car- 
riages.—Oil Trade Review. 





Bohemian rule of the glass trade was to find 
the men free lodging and free fuel, and on 
my asking what this meant was told “not 
much,” and I can fully believe it. Round 
about every glass house there are what I must 
call houses, and in these the glassworkers live, 
being provided rent free with two or three 
rooms as the case may be, and wood for fuel: 
These rooms contain no furniture in the 
sense in which we understand it in this coun- 
try. A large stove inthe middle, a strong ta- 
ble, and a few rude stools, and the dwelling 
place of a Bohemian glass worker is complete. 
The wages of the maker are for the best men 
100 florins, or less than £10 per month, and out 
of this he has to pxy his assistants, his boys or 
girls (usually of his own family, however), and 
what he then has left isa mystery to me; but 
there is evidently enough for him to live upon, 
and what is more, he is perfectly and abso- 
lutely contented with his lot. It would be im- 
possible to find anywhere a body of people 
with less ambition than the glass workers and 
decorators of Bohemia. They live on black 
bread, meat perhaps twice a week, lager beer, 
fresh air and smoking, and no wonder with 
such a liberal bill of fare as this that they are 
not of sufficient robustness to be drawn for 
the army: but this is not by any meansa 
source of trouble to them. I have referred to 
the nomadic habits of the glass worker, and 
this is shown by his repugnance to send his 
children to school, while the Germans will do 
so without any compulsion. There are no 
regular hours of work, the men having not 
the least regard to laws and regulations, and 
living within cry of the furnace, they are 
called when the “shock” is ready and glass 
melted, and work on until it is finished. 
Twelve hours at stretch, however, is 
very often done by them, but of 
course not for any continued period. 
There are no fixed meal times, and 
mark this, ye gentlemen of the English 
Glassmakers’ Union, who go home to a round 
of beef and plenty of potatoes, with pudding 
to follow—the Bohemian glass workers and 
decorators have no set meals, but when the 
time to eat something comes round, they get a 
mug of very thin coffee with goat's milk in it, 
or some lager beer and a piece of black bread, 
and if it is cold weather sit on a stool near the 
stove in which wood is burnt, 

The decorators are not a bit better off than 
the glass workers. Nearly all the decorating is 
done in the house of the peasants, and some of 
them have to fetch and return their work for 
very long distances. The first requirement of 
these people is freedom, and they can best have 
that by working at home. Many of these houses 
belong to the refiners, and a rental of about £5 
a year is paid for them, 

There isa patch of ground for feeding the 
goats or for growing garlic. The older houses 
are built chiefly of wood, and with plenty of 
room for the storage of wood or peat, which 
they are allowed to gather free in the forest as 
fuel, for the winters in Bohemia are, as a rule 
very severe. Round the living room there is a 
bench, and on this they work. In the middle of 
the room is a high stove, and stools and a table, 
as mentioned previously, and in this room 
they work, eat, live, and in the winter sleep 
for the sake of the warmth from the stove, 
Some of the best decorators earn 14s a week, 
and think themselves rich, and very often a 
man, wife, and entire family, for the youngest 
work in some way or other as soon as they 
find their legs, will earn less than a pounda 
week. The decorators have to buy their own 
colors, and there are two small shops in Haida 
which do avery good business in colors with 
them. Attached to some of the houses are 
mufifies for burning in the colors, and others 
where the glass cutters live have the wheel 
turned by the little rivulet which runs past 
the house. The women and girl binders 
represent a large wage-earning class of Haida, 
The women universally fetch and take back 
the work, and from earliest years they are ac- 
customed to carry the basket, sometimes with 
very heavy weight in it, strapped to their 
shoulders. The men have a chronic objection 
to go and look for work; that is his wife's 
part, and if she cannot obtain it at one place 
she trudges on to another, Of binders there 
are a very large number, and these girls earn 
5s to 6s a week. They quickly become very 
expert in their work, and it is to the binding 
of straw carefully round each piece which 
keeps the glass from breakage, and the few 
breakages in Bohemian glass during transit 
are to be attributed to this, 


and rolled into solid balls, and there we have 
the finished article, which is as good as the 
best, castile soap for bleaching clothes, and 
has in addition this great advantage over or- 
dinary manufactured soaps—it can be used as 
well in salt as in fresh water. At home the 
natives simply cut the leaves small, extract 
the juice by pounding them ina mortar, and 
when this thickens it is rolled into balls ready 
for use. This, moreover, forms a true and per- 
fect soap, without the addition of any fatty 
substance whateve. Indeed, such an admixture 
would destroy altogether its detergent prop- 
erties and render it fit for nothing. In South 
America one of the most valuable plants of 
this kind in the Aquilla bark (Quillaza sapon- 
aria), the soap bark of the Chillians. For 
washing delicate materials, such as silks and 
woolens, it is only necessary to take some of 
the bark of this tree, which does its work 
admirably well into the bargain. Ina similar 
way the Californians use the Phalangium 
pomaridianum as a substitute for soap, and 
what is curious about this plant is that its odor 
is exactly like that of the manufactured arti- 
cle. Nearly all these natural soaps—like the 
natural earths that can be employed in place 
of soap-—-have one bad quality: they are apt 
after atime to injure both the skin and the 
texture of the garments washed with their 
aid; but this is only a bad quality they possess 
in common with the cheaper grades of manu- 
factured soap everywhere, as poor people find 
to their cost. Whether the product of the 
Dakota soap wells will prove free from the 
same objection can only be decided after it has 
been tried for a time. 

‘Though we have neither the “soap-apple” 
of Jamaica, nor the “soap-tree” of the South 
American States, we possess in this country 
one very excellent substitute for soap, if peo- 
ple only knew it. Possibly not one person in 
ten thousand is aware of the fact that the 
fruit of the horse-chestnut furnishes one of 
the best washing powders in existence. These 
“chestnuts,” which every schoolboy gathers 
when he can, are extremely bitter, acrid, and 
astringent, andexperiments have been made 
to render them fit for cattle to eat. After a 
good many trials though, the conclusion ar- 
rived at wasthat the most advantageous use 
we could make of the fruit was to employ it 
as a substitute for soap. For this purpose the 
nut is peeled, grated fine in soft water, which 
is then stirred so as to dissolve it as perfectly 
as possible, After standing for some time, 
and allowing the coarser sediment to settle, 
the water is drawn off, and will then be found 
white and foamy. And if made very hot, 
so hot that the hand cannot bear it in fact, 
it forms one of the finest detergent mediums 
known, and will, almost of itself, wash any ar- 
ticle placed in it. The residuum, moreover, is 
good for breeding poultry, pigs, and even 
cows, which is more than can be said of what 
is left of any other kind of soap, natural or 
manufactured. Why it is not more generally 
used in the rural districts it is difficult to say 
seeing that horse-chestnuts are abundant, and 
can be had or gathered for nothing almost 
everywhere. Yet somehow all the natural 
soaps of vegetable origin we have referred to 
have failed to find any but local favor. Per- 
haps that skimmed from the Dakota boiling 
spring may be destined to achieve a wider suc 
cess.

Can these questions be 
answered? Of course we speak of average 
human beings with normal organs, but trained 
to diving.—Tropical Agriculturist. 
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The Bohemian Glass Trade. 


Glass making in Bohemia dates back to an 
early period, for about the year 1600 glass was 
extensively made in Bohemia and other parts 
of Germany. From the beginning of the sev- 
enteenth century some of the Bohemian glass 
manufacturers had succeeded in producing 
very pure crystal glass, well adapted for en- 
graving. Casper Lehmann, who was in the 
service of the Emperor Rudolph II., received 
from that sovereign about 1609 the title of 
lapidary and glass cutter to the court, and 
worked at Prague. He had there an assistant, 
Zecharias Belzer; and a scholar, George 
Schwaphard, who obtained fromthe Emperor 
a continuation of Lehmann’s patent. 
Schwanhard worked afterwards at Nurem- 
berg and Ratisbon, and died in 1667, leaving 
two sons, George, who died in 1676, and Henry, 
who survived him a good many years, dying 
in 16%. These appear to have worked both 
with the lapidary’s wheel, producing engrav- 
ings in incavo, and with the diamond's point 
producing etchings. M. Jacquemart credits 
Johann Schapper with extraordinary talent as 
anengraver on glass, asserting that he pro- 
duced subjects and arabesques of such deli- 
cacy of execution that at first sight they 
seemed merely like a cloud on the gless. 
Henry Schwanhard is believed to have discov- 
ered the method of etching on glass by the 
help of fluoric acid in the year 1670. He gen- 
erally employed it to eat away the ground, 
leaving the figures with their original sur- 
face, which being smooth and clear contrasted 
with the aul ground. Herman Schwinger 
was also renowned as a glass engraver at 
Nuremberg. He was born in 1640 and died in 
1683, 

The trade is divided into the manufacturers 
proper, and, to use the designation common 
among themselves, the refiners, or those who 
buy from the firms having furnaces and deco- 
rate ready for the market. There is a sharp 
division in the trade in this way between those 
who actually make and those who sell to the 
trade, and it appears to me that this has not 
only been advantageous to buyers, but has 
tended materially to the development of the 
trade. 

Most of the leading members of the trade are 
Germans, and to this fact is due, to a large ex- 
tent, the success which has attended the trade. 
Germans, it is well known, are much more en- 
terprising than Austrians, in which country 
Bohemia is situated. A more intelligent body 
of men than the principals of the Bohemian 
glass works it would be difficult to find. This 
fact is significant, especially in these days of 
neck-and-neck competition. There are some 
sixty firms in Haida and the immediate district 
of Steinschonau and Rohrsdorf, but only some 
twelve of these cultivate an English and Amer- 
ican trade, In all, in Bohemia, there are about 
200 firms in the glass trade, but there are not a 
few of these who only blow glass and send their 
goods in to Haida to the refiners, 

The furnaces are chiefly eight-pot, with here 
and there a ten, and the small pots hold two 
hundredweight and the larger ones four hun- 
dredweight. In most of these furnaces gas 
made by themselves is used, even the crude gas 
being utilized. In a few of the furnaces coal is 
used, with an underground shaft for the smoke, 
Some of these furnaces are in mere sheds with 
the sides open to the weather; one glass louse 
which I visited, with two furnaces, being about 
ninety feet long and some forty feet wide; but 
this had brick walls, very roughly put together, 

The glassworkers presented a very interest- 
ing source of study. There were thirty-two 
or thirty-three peaple in all at each furnace. 
and the mixture of ages and sexes was amus-

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Natural Soap Wells. 


As already stated, natural soap wells have 
> been found in Dakota, and one such reservoir 
of saponaccous stuff is already being turned 
to account by the enterprising Yankee who 
owns the land on which it occurs. The soap 
well or reservoir is really « boiling spring, 
with this peculiarity, that on the surface of 
the heated water there floats ar oily or soapy 
substance, which can easily beskimmed off. 
On being exposed to the air a sLort time it 
hardens gradually, and in this state forms a 
: detergent material exactly resembling, in 
3 chemical composition and the use to which it 
can be applied, the ordinary soap of commerce. 
When prepared it is of the consistence of wax 
or clay, and can be gathered up with a sitavel 
He not unlike the uctuous earth-wax of the Gali- 
i cian miners, and that valuable, but sfill 
nameless, blue earth which the natives 
: of Nepaul find equally useful for wash- 
y ing clothes and manring their vegetable 
7 plots. ,The natural soap found in Da- 
kota is supposed to be a _ mixture of 
alkali, borax, and the lubricating oil which 
occurs in the neighboring State of Wyoming. 
To test its value as a commercial product a 
sample has been submitted to the principal of 
r. a large Chicago soap-boiling firm, and he—so 
it is asserted—declares the natural soap now 
discovered to be worth the full weight of the 
manufactured article. The people living near 
the soap spring have long been in the habit of 
employing the oily substance ladled from the 
surface as a lubricant, by adding a small quan- 
tity of the oil which occurs also there, and 
F they pronounce it the finest material they 
; have ever used for that purpose. It would, of 
course, be premature, not to say unadvisable, 
to express an opinion as to the ultimate com- 
mercial value of the natural soap of Dakota, 
‘ and its chances of ousting the maaufactured 
F. article from the markets of the world. When 
3 natural gas was first found oozing out of the 
earth in Pennsylvania the man would have 
been laughed at who ventured to prophesy 
that within afew years it would have taken 
the place of coal in the ironworks of Pittsburg, 
where the workmen now whitewash their 
empty coal-bunkers. Natural soap may have 
a future before it. 

An exchange says: “In the capacity of soap- 
maker, Nature seems to have acted capri- 
ciously in the bestowal of her favors., They 
x are mainly confined to the new world. While 
y we of the Eartern and older hemisphere are 
confined to the manufactused article, which 
affords such ample scope for the unscrupulous 
a maker who understands the art of making 
“water stand on end,” the residents of the 
Western section of our globe have some half 
score or so of substitutes turned out of 
Nature’s own laboratory, to which they can 
easily have recourse when they please. To 
gay nothing of unctuous earths and alkali 
ashes—for su.:h commonplace productions do 
not count here—there is the “‘soap-apple tree” 
of the Southern States of the Union, Jamaica, 
the West Indies: and the Spanish Islands. 


Fhis tree, the Sepindus saponaria, is a true 
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Sponges and Sponge Divers. 


Sponges are equally with corals, sea anem- 
ones and shells, among the submarine growths 
in Ceylon, and some 6f the chank shells taken 
up during the 1887 fishery had sponges at- 
tached to them, curious as natural objects, 
but not valuable for domestic purposes. We 
remember, however, a few years ago, seeing 
offered for sale a collection of sponges, small 
in size, but of very fair quality (soft and com- 
pressible), which had been collected on the 
reefs between Trincomalee and Mullaittiyu, 
where sponge gathering was and perhaps still 
is (?) subsidiary to shell collecting. The fam- 
ily of sponges are deemed lower in the scale 
of animal life even than the zoophytes, prop- 
agation taking place by gemmules as well as 
by true ova, so that we suppose the sponge 
constitutes one of the nearest links between 
vegetable and animal life. As a general rule 
corals, sponges and shells do not seem to 
flourish at a depth much beyond the influence 
of full light, so that collectors have seldom to 
dive farther down than ten fathoms. Now

The improvement in the drug market, both 
as regards demand and prices, continues, hav- 
ing been even more marked since the date of 
last than during the preceding week. All ad- 
vices from primary sources tend to confirm 
and increase the feeling of contidence which 
permeates the trade here, and there are some 
who believe weare on the verge of a great 
beem in the drug market. The more 
conservative view, however, that the 
improvement is the natural resu't of the 
increased necessities of consumption and 
will continue so long as these necessities 
remain unsupplied, but that there will be no 
undue inflation of values, The changes in 
prices have not been as numerous as in past 
weeks, and there are a greater number of arti- 
cles that have suffered a decline, still the gen- 
eral tendency of the market is upward and 
there is believed to be room for a further ma- 
terial increase in values all along theline. The 
principal changes were as follows:

Opium. 

The opium market Is resting on a quiet but 
steady basis. There is little disposition to buy 
in excess of present requirements, but on the 
other hand there is no particular pressure to 
sell in any quarter. Meanwhile, the position 
appears to be gathering strength abroad. 
Shipments to this country are falling off, it is 
said, asa result of the relatively higher prices 
in Smyrna, whose present quotations are fully 
25¢ per pound above the current market rate, 
here. The consuming demand here continues 
steady and of good volume. Quotations may 
be given as $2 70@2 75 for single cases and $2 75 
@2 8 for broken lots, according to quantity 
and selller. Powdered is quiet and can be 
bought at $3 90@3 95, as to holder, 

Quinine. 

The position of quinine is showing decided 
mprovement. The consuming demand, which 
has been active throughout the summer, has 
during the last ten days largely increased in 
volume, During this period the pur- 
chasers made have been at the range 
of 33@35c, much of the quantity dis- 
posed of bringing the latter figures. 
This, together with the strong tenor of the re- 
cent London reports regarding the position of 
the alkaloid and the bark in that market, hus 
awakened the interest of speculative buyers, 
and to-day it wassaid that large quantities of 
quinine could be placed with such opera- 
tors at 35c, but that the agents of the 
foreign manufacturers declined to entertain 
offers, some of them advancing their quota- 
tions to 36@37c for early shipment, offering 
spariogly in limited quantities. In the out- 
side market while the quotation of 34¢ is still 
named, it is doubtful if any quantity 
could be procured at that figure, as the avail- 
able stock is light and there is no disposition 
in any qnarter to release holdings while the 
prospects of higher prices are as brilliant as 
at present. It need not be supposed from this 
that there is not a plentiful supply here. 
That may be conceded, but the bulk of this 
stock cost more than present prices. The bark 
sale in London to-day showed an average ad- 
vance of 10% over previous prices, nearly all of 
the 2,226 bales of Ceylon, and about the usual 
proportion of South American barks being 
disposed of under strong competitive buying. 
This favorable intluence, however, had been 
largely discounted in the quinine market, a 
the result of the private sale of bark in Lon- 
don on Saturday had given the quinine opera- 
tors the cue upon which they were prompt to 
act.

Cinchonidia is attracting attention aftera 
long period of neglect. The low prices, 24%@ 
3c have attracted investors, but we have not 
learned of any very important business as yet. 
The manufacturers here say that cintchonidia 
cannot be crystalized at the prices obtainable 
for it and that it is cheaper to throw it away 
than to market it, 

Miscellaneous. 

Alcohol is easier, there being some cheap 
sellers in the market. While the nominal quo- 
tations are $2 17@2 20 as to quantity, there 
have been offers to sell at $216, The jobbing 
demand continues good. 

Castor oil is lower owing to sharp competi- 
tion between the East and the West, The 
nominal quotations are now 1240 gp in bar- 
rels, and 1344@13éc in cases, with the ten- 
dency is towards lower prices.

Opium Regulations in China, 


REPORT OF U.S. CONSUL DENBY. 

The statistical secretary thoroughly explains 
the new opium regulations. February 1, 1887, 
the system of collecting duty and lekin on 
opium, which had formerly appertained to the 
local officials, was transferred to the Imperial 
maritime customs. 

Two new offices of the customs were opened 
on April2 at Kowloon (opposite to Hong-Kong) 
and Lappa (near Macao), to have supervision 
over the revenue accruing to China out of the 
commerce carried on in junks between Hong- 
Kong and Macao, respectively, and the main- 
land of China. 

On June 1, Hong-Kong passed a new ordin- 
ance placing the opium trade within the 
colony under special regulations. These 
regulations prohibited the unauthorizsd pos- 
se-sion of raw opium in smaller quantities 
than whole chests and required retailers to re- 
cord and account for raw opium taken over to 
be repacked into small-sized packages. As there 
are no means of getting raw opium into pos- 
session for any improper use, the business of 
opium smuggling practically ceased. A like 
law was made for Macao. The tariff being the 
same in the nineteen treaty ports and in the 
two new ports of Kowloon and Lappa, and 
there being no ditference in the tariff in favor 
of opium carried in junks, as heretofore 
opium is now generally carried by steamer. 

The secretary does not think that opium 
consumption has increased in China; but, for 
the first time, there are accurate statistics. 
Heretofore large quantities entered China 
lawfully and unlawfully of which no record

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Concerning Certain Drugs, 

In commenting upon the papers to be read 
at the Conference of the British Pharmaceuti 
eal Scciety, the London Chemist and Drugyist 
gives some interesting and valuable informa- 
tion regardiny certain drugs that are little 
known, together with the results of researches 
in other fields. From its comments we select 
the following paragraphs as being most likely 
to interest the trade here: 

Cassia Tora—The seeds of this 
plant appear in the European markets on rare 
occasions, bul have never, as far we are 
aware, been the subject of chemical investiga- 
tion or practical application in this country. 
Mr. William Elborne is now to give the results 
ofa proximate analysis of the seeds. Abouta 
year ago over a ton of the seeds were exposed 
for sale in London, but did not find a pur- 
chaser. They were then called coomaree 
seeds, but were previously imported as fan- 
tupa seeds. They are well known to pharma- 
cognosists, being a part of the materia medica 
of British India and Japan, while they are also 
collected in China, and the plant which yields 
them—(assia tora, Linn.--has also been found 
in Central America. The plant is a shrub 
which grows to a height of five feetin India, 
where it is cultivated for the sake of the 
leaves, which are oval-shaped. The seeds are 
greenish-brown in color and have a polished 
surface; they weigh about two grains, are ir- 
regularly angular in form, the ends having an 
appearance as if each seed had been cut from 
a pipe of the material. They undoubtedly 
have a high reputation in India and Japan, as 
Hanbury and others have testified, their 
special use being asa remedy for cutaneous 
affections, more especially itch and ringworm, 
so that they must possess other than aromatic 
properties. The leavesof the plants are high- 
ly mucilaginous, and are used in the treatment 

of bronchial affections. 

Oil of Cajeput.—This is the subject upon 
which Mr.W. West, F.L.8.,is to address the meet 
ing.The oil forms subject 283 of the blue list, 
the request being a “comparison of commer- 
cial specimens as to sp. gr., ete. Can its admix- 
ture with Bornean camphor oil be detected?” 
We have it on the authority of Mr. Jamie, late 
of Singapore, that the camphor oilof Borneo, 
which is obtainable in large quantities where 
cajuput is distilled, is often used for the ad- 
ulteration of the latter oil,which, according to 
Pharmacographia,should have a specitic grav- 
ity of 0926. As Borneo camphor oil seldom 
exceeds 0°00, and recent specimens are much 
lighter, an inquiry on the lines of the blue 
list request should show to what extent adul- 
teration is practised. Apart from this there 
are other interesting points about cajuputoil,

more especially the greenish-blue color, which* 


is generally attributed to copper, although 
many myrtaceous Oils do have a natural green 
color. . 

Quinology.—Mr. David Hooper, of Ootaca- 
mund, succeeds in keeping up his connection 
with British pharmacy by annually reporting 
to the Conference on the progress of cincho- 
na cultivation in the Government plantations 
at Madras, where he acts as quinologist. On 
the present occasion Mr. Hooper contributes 
two papers, one on Carthagena bark, and the 
other on hybridization of cinchonas. Cartha- 
gena bark (Cinchona lancifolia) is somewhat 
variable in value, some specimens containing 
no quinine, while others are fairly rich 
and of the latter Mr. J. E. Howard recom- 
mended experiments with the Magdalena var- 
iety in India. Hybridization has hitherto been 
successfulehiefiy in the “cross” between the 
succirubra and officinalis species, the offspring 
being C. robusta, a plant which is extremely 
bardy and yields a valuable bark. 

Cephelis Tomentosa.-There are many 
roots, other than that of Cephwlis Ipecacuan- 
ha, which are called ipecacuanha, and if we 
were to believe traditional literature, which is 
frequently at fault, some of those not only 
possess emetic properties, but actually con- 
tain emetine. Mr. F. Kansom, who will 
contribute a paper on Cephewlis tomentosa, 
has already done excellent work in regard to 
the assay of ipecacuanha and in the examina- 
tion of its substitutes, the present paper being 
a continuation of the latter part of his inves- 
tigations. 

Mentha Arvensis.—In addition to his paper | 
on citrate of caffeine, Mr. John Moss will read 
apother on English and distilled oil of Mentha 
arvensis. Although no Japanese peppermint 
oi] bas arrived in the London markét during 
the past twelve months there is abundanee of 
it to be had, and most of it bas had the men- 
tho] removed from it. The oil is used in con- 
fectionery chiefly, and it also finds its way 
into cheap qualities of true peppermint oi). 

Insect Powders.—Mr. W. Kirkby, the micro- 
scopist, is to read a note on ynsect powders. 
Some years ago we printed a paper by Mr. 

W, L, Howle, in which it was shown that many

commercial insect powders are faced with 
hrome yellow. Since then the demand for 
this article enormously increased, Its 
price fluctuates considerably, and quite a 
number of species of Pyrethrum have been 
drawn into service, All factors havea 
tendency to impair the killing quality of the 
irticle, and Mr. Kirkby will confer good ser 
vice if he can show how the quality of the 
powder may be determined,

The Norwegian Codliver Oil Business, 


Codtish abound along the whole coast or Nor- 
way, but the great tisheries which supply the 
large quantities of salted or dried fish, and of 
oil for export, are limited to a few districts 
only, and take place year after year at the 
same periods, 

The tish are always fattest in the beginning 
of the fishery; as the spawning goes on they 
get leaner, 

The spawning begins towards the end of 
March, and so enormous is the quantity of fish 
and so great their individual productivity— 
one single fish, it has been calculated, contains 
the enormous number of 9,994,000 eggs that 
the water over the banks gets quite thick and 
milky. At this time the fish begin to dart to 
and fro, they run into the nets by the thous 
ands, and this is the time greatest catches, In 
April the shoals begin to draw out towards the 
ocean, the tlshermen following them to the 
outermost tishing places, and on or about the 
Mth of April the shoals generally disappear 
again, mysteriously as they came. 

Later in the year, towards the spring, there 
isa large cod tishery further north, in Fin- 
marken and Tromso Amts, not far from the 
North Cape, The cod which is caught there 
does not come to spawn, but to feed on im- 
mense numbers of a small fish, Lodden (Malo- 
tus arcticus), which at this time comes to spawn 
near land, This tishery is not so regular, and 
the catch not so great as at Lofoten, but still 
very important. 

The total number of codfish caught annual- 
ly in the three principal fisheries varies be- 
tween 45 and 50 million fish, of which rather 
more than half is taken at Lofoten. The Lo- 
foten catch was 17 millions in 1883 and 1884; 
81 millions in 1886, and 2944 millions in 1887, 

The coast of Norway is protected by innu- 
merable small or large islands from the storms 
of the Atlantic,so that it is possible to use 
smnall open boats even for long journeys: and 
the peculiar character of the Norwegian fish- 
eries, which take place in the fjords and be- 


tween the islands—not far out in the 
open sea, as in England or on the New- 
foundland banks—makes it rather difficult 


to employ large vessels, such as the smacks 
which we see on the Dogy r bank. And while 
the climate on the west coast of Norway gene- 
rally is little favorable for agriculture, culti- 
vation must obviously be extremely precarious 
when we come to the most northerly provinves 
of the kingdom, Nordland and Finmarken. 
The inhabitants of these parts, therefore, look 
upon the fisheries as a most important source 
of income, and travel long distances to take 
part in them. 

The boat stillin use at Lofoten, the Nord- 
lands “Baad,” is open, with one mast and one 
square sail, and very much resembles the old 
Viking ship recently dug up near Christiana. 
In these boats the tishermen brave the dangers 
of the Atlantic ocean in the middle of the win- 
ter, often traveling as much as three to four 
hundred miles from their homes. Every able- 
bodied man in these parts “row the fishing,” as 
it is termed. 

The boats, with their gear, belong to the 
peasants, who build them themselves. They 
are manned by four to eight men, and it will 
wive the reader some idea of the magnitude of 
these fisheries to hear that there were in 1887, 
6,952 boats, with 28,000 fishermen, brought to- 
gether at the Lofoten islands, 

The tishing is done in three ways—by deep 
lines, by tloating lines, or by nets. As soon as 
the fish is brought to land it is split open, the 
liver and roe are packed in barrels, and the 
fish itself undergoes its first preparation. The 
old method of treating the liver was to let it 
stand for months in air-tigbt barrels, The 
light oil which had then formed on the top 
was first skimmed off, and this formed the 
natural medicinal oil. The liver was after- 
wards boiled, and produced different qualities 
of tanning oil, technically known as “light- 
brown” and “brown.”’ But by this primitive 
method of production the taste deteriorated 
as the liver became more or less decomposed 
by standing so long in the barrel. An im- 
provement was made about the middle of this 
century by the introduction of steam boiling. 
To the two towns, Christiansund and Aales- 
und, belong the honor of having taken the 
lead in this matter. For the codliver oil pro- 
duced by this method the manufacturers buy 
only quite fresh livery, which are immediate- 
ly boiled with steam to obtain the oil. The 
improvements as regords taste and smel] are 
very great, but some maintain that this kind 
of oil is somewhat poorer in iodine than the 
natura! oil. 

The fish exporters of Norway were for gen- 
erations obliged to obtain banking assistance 
and advances from Hamburg firms, and, as a 
consequence, they were obliged to send their 
fish and oil in consignment to Hamburg. But 
with the increasing wealth of the country they 
have become more independent, and have 
therefore within the last few years been able 
to send the oj] direct to the English market, 
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In commenting on the foregoing article the 
British and Colonial Drugyist says: 

The larger yield of this spring, despite the 
numerically sinaller catch, was due, of course, 
to the larger and fatter nature of the fish 
which surpassed in these qualities those of the 
two previous years, and for that reason the 
prices paid for them were also higher, At the 
height of the season we ure told there were 
collected at Lofoten 7,957 fishing boats, 1,540 of 
which used nets, while the remainder relied on 
the long lines or trimmers, and hand lines. The 
number of men employed was 53,700. 

Besides the Lofoten fishing ground, the ex- 
posed north coasts and the southern districts 
yielded very successful harvests, the former 
being 10,000,000 and the latter 12,000,000 fish, the 
size and quality of which were larger and bet- 
ter than in 1887-6. The Finmarken fishing, ex- 
tending from Tromso to the Russian border, 
began in May, but proved a total failure. This 
is attributed to two causes; first, the low tem- 
perature of the sea which prevailed in that 
district during the season; and secondly, the 
wholesale decimaticn effected by the operation 
of the harpoon guns employed by the Nor- 
wegian and Russian steamers that pursue the 
shoals. 

With regard tothe commercial position of 
codliver oil, it may be said that since the intro- 
duction of steam extraction no period of more 
pronounced depression has been experienced; 
consequently its consumption has been great- 
er. Along the causes of this weakness of the 
market the chief has been the enxiety of small 
producers to realize on their stock. Probably, 
however, they have by this time accomplished 
their purpose, and an upward tendency has 
been felt insome quarters. Of course, even 
if comparatively high quotations prevail, they 
may not exceed those of the two preceding 
years, because the supply is a fullaverage one. 
A disposition has been reported to get up a 
corner in the article, but this does not at pres- 
ent seem to have been attended with success, 
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Mastie.

The knowledge and nse of this resin has de- 
scended to us from very remote times. Hip- 
pocrates, writing some four centuries before 
Christ, speaks of the use made of it for medi- 
cinal purposes, ‘Theophrastus, a little later, 
describes the tree under the name of Schinos, 
and says that the resin exudes in drops or tears 
from incisions made in the bark, and soon 
concretes by the heat of the sun. Dioscorides 
also mentions the tree under the name of 
Schinos dendron, and the resin under that of 
Retina schinine, or mastiche. 

The Leutisk tree, from which mastic is ob- 
tained, is found in many parts of Southern 
Europe, Northern Africa, and Western Asia, 
but it does not yield the resin in equal abun- 
dance in all these countries, for Desfontaines 
tells us that in Barbary very little or no resin 
can be obtained from incisions, and the same 
may be said of Italy, Portugal, and other 
southwest Kuropean countries. The principal 
supply of mastic, both in ancient and modern 
times, has always been obtained from the 
Greek island of Chios, or Scio, as it is now 
called, where the tree is carefully cultivated 
onalarge scale. Some, however, is produced 
in Asia Minor, but the Scio kind is most in re- 
pute. The best account of the collection of 
mastie in Scio is that given by Tournefort, 
who visited the island in 1701, and very little 


alteration has taken place since his time, 
except in the manner in which 
the Turks obtain their revenue’ from 
it. He first tells us that the villages in 


the island are divided into three classes, those 
of De] Campo, those of Apanomeria, and those 
where they plant Lentisk trees. The latter are 
twenty-one in number, viz.: Calimatia, Tholo- 
potami, Merminghi, Dhidhimo, Oxodidhima, 
Paita, Cataracti, Kini, Nenita (where is the 
famous Chapel of St. Michael), Vounos, Flacia, 
Patrica, Calamoti, Armoghia (where they make 
stone pots), Pirghi, Apolychni, Elimpi, Elata, 
Vesta, Mesta (in the renowned Arvisian field). 
“All the Lentisk trees belong to the Grand 
Signior, and they can’t be sold but under con- 
dition that the purchaser pay the same quan- 
tity of mastick to the Emperor; generally the 
land is sold and the trees reserved.’ He then 
gives a full description of the tree itself, and 
expresses his belief that if incisions were made 
in the Lentisk trees in Candia and the islands 
of the Archipelago, and even in those of Pro- 
vence, some of them would yield as much 
mastic as those of Scio, “Even in Scio,” he 
says, “there are many trees, that yield hardly 
anything. Such stocks, therefore, as plenti- 
fully shed their nutritious juice by incisions 
must be preserved and propagated.’ With re- 
spect to the cultivation of the tree, he merely 
informs us that “they sometimes prime ‘em by 
moonlight in October.” Regarding the col- 
lection of the resin, he says: ‘They begin to 
make incisions in these trees in Scio the first of 
August, cutting the bark crossways with huge 
knives without touching the young branches; 
next day the nutritious juice distils in small 
tears, which by little and little form the mastic 
grains; they harden on tbe ground, and are 
carefully swept up from under the tuees. The 
height of the crop is about the middle of 
August, if it be dry serene weather; but if it 
be rainy the tears are all lost. Likewise 
towards the end of Septembar the same in- 
cisions furnish mastick, but in lesser quanti- 
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ties; they lift it to clear it of dust, which 
Sticks so fast to the faces of those employed 
that they are forced to use oil to wash it off. 
There sometimes comes an Aga from Constan- 
tinople to the mastick due to the 
Grand Signior, or clse they appoint the custom 
house Officers of Scio to receive it, who go to 
three or four of the chief towns before named, 
and give notice to the inhabitants of the rest 
to bring in their contingent. All these vil- 
lages together owe 286 chests of mastic, weigh- 
ing 100,025 oques, The Cadi otf Scio takes three 
chests, cach weighing 80 oques; one chest goes 
to him that keeps the accounts; the officer at 
the custom house that weighs the mastick 
takes a handful out of each man’s parcel. The 
garbler, or sifter, likewise bas as much for his 
pains. If ony person is caught carrying 
mastick to such towns as do not plant the 
tree they are sentenced to the galleys, and 
stript of all they are worth. Such of the 
peasants as gather not erough mastick to pay 
their quota buy or borrow of their neigh- 
nal who have more than 
enough keep it for the next year or so, or sell 
it privately. Sometimes they compound with 
the custom house otlicer,who takes it at one 
piastre the oque, and sells it for two ortwo 
andahait. The planters of the Lentisks pay 
but half the-capitation and wear the white 
sash round their turbans as well as the Turks.” 

The system here described by Tournefort re- 
mained in force with little or no modification 
until the year 1850, when a large number of 
the Lentisk trees were destroyed by severe 
cold. This mishap induced the Turkish Gov- 
ernment to relinquish their claim to the exclu- 
sive collection of the mastic, and they made 
over the right to the twenty-one villages 
where the tree is cultivated, upon the condi- 
tion that the inhabitants should pay the sum 
of 400,000 piastres per annum. The production 
of the resin is still confined to the villages in 
the southern part of the island, as mentioned 
by Tournefort, the northern part and also the 
neighboring islands being unfitted for its pro- 
duction. 

Campbell, in his report on the trade of Scio 
between 1854 and 1858, states that before the 
cold of 1850 the Lentisk trees produced from 
45,000 to 50,000 okes; but, owing to the number 
of trees killed by the frost, the amount was 
greatly reduced in the subsequent years, The 
buantity and value of the mastic exported 
from Scio in each of the years from 1854 to 1858 
is stated by Campbell as follows:

In 1871 Scio exported 28,000 lbs. picked and 
42,000 Ibs. common mastic. 

The principal portion goes to Constantinople, 
Smyrna, and other Turkish towns in the Le- 
vant, where it is largely consumed as a mas- 
ticatory, The custom of chewing mastic has 
prevailed in the east from the most ancient 
times, and in some of the large cities is almost 
universally practiced by both sexes, particu- 
larly in the cafes, where the attendants pre- 
sent it to their customers. ‘Tournefort says: 
“The Sultunas consume the greater part of 
the mastic assigned for the Seraglio;they chew 
it by way of amusement, and to give an agree- 
able smell to their breath, especially in a 
morning fasting; they also put some grains of 
mastic in perfuming-pots, and in their bread 
before it goes to the oven. Mastic is likewise 
beneficially used in distempers of the stomach, 
and the Primw via, to stop bleeding and for- 
tify the gums.” 

The English word mastication, applied to the 
art of chewing, is derived through the Latin 
musticat:o, from mastiche, the ancient Greek 
name of the resin, evidently in consequence 
of this ancient custom of chewing mastic. The 
island of Scio or Chios, as it was formerly 
called, also is supposed to have obtained its 
name from Schinos, the Greek name for the 
lentisk tree. 

The yield of the resin is comparatively small; 
a fine tree may give only a total of from 8 to 
10 Ibs., and a shower of rain during the gather- 
ing time produces disastrous results. Four 
qualities of mastic are known, namely, cake, 
which consists of the large pieces, and which 
is considered the best, and is sold chiefly for 
use in the seraglios; large tears, small tears, 
and the most inferior quality, which is mixed 
with fragments of leaves and other refuse, and 
is used in the preparation of the liqueur known 
as raki, or mastic brandy. 


Mastic possesses stimulant and diuretic pro 
perties similar to common turpentine. It is 
now but little used in metiicine in this country, 
although at one time ‘t was a favorite remedy, 
With us its chief use is in the preparation of 
varnishes, for which purpose it is dissolved in 
oil of turpentine or alcohol. It is also used by 
dentists for filling up the cavities of carious 
teeth. Mastic is but little adulterated, though 
it is sometimes mixed with sandarac, oliba- 
num, and similar resins. Inthe Indian bazaars 
a resin very similar to mastic is sold produced 
by Pistacia, Cabulica and P. Khinjuk found al 
over Scinde, Beluchistan and Afghanistan 
beth of which species, however, have quite re- 
cently been placed under P. Terebinthus, L. 
The better qualities of the resins from these 
trees much resemble true mastic, and some- 
times find their way to the European markets 
under the names of Euet Indian or Bombay 
mastic,

Heavy Chemicals. 

There has been no improvement in the mar- 
ket for English heavy chemicals so far as the 
volume of business is concerned and prices 
generally are as last noted. Reports of higher 
prices for caustic soda in Liverpool have caused 
a firmer feeling here, and a slight advance in 
prices for the higher tests. English sal soda is 
temporarily lower, owing to arrivals on a dull 
market. Mail advices from Liverpool to the 
8ist ult. show little change in the position of 
the heavy goods in that market. Messrs. J. P. 
Brunner & Co., writing under that date, say: 
“Soda ash is well maintained owing to limited 
offerings, but there is not much inquiry. We 
hear of a sale of 10C tons 48% caustic ash for 
prompt delivery, at 15-l6d. We quote: Caus- 
tic ash 48% 15-16@1d, high test 31-32@1d; carb ash 
48% 31-R@l1d, high test 31-31@ld. Soda crys- 
tals are still inactive, but £2 10s is still the 
nominal quotation. 
improvement as far as 70° is concerned; £6 10s 
has been again accepted this week by some 
sellers, although makers are generally holding 
for a little more money; 60% is in small com- 
pass and £5 12s 6d is the general asking price, 
with some sales at this figure; there are sellers, 
however, at £5 11s 3d; 74% is meeting with some 
inquiry and business has been done at 
£7 183d, although only to a mod- 
erate extent. Bleaching powder is almost 
unobtainable for prompt delivery § and 
there is little offering for September. Nearest 
values on spot are £712 6d@7 15s, but it is 
doubtful if an order for prompt delivery at 
the lower figure could now be filled. For Octo- 
ber, saleshave been made at £7 10s, up to £7 
12s 6d, which is the lowest for this delivery at 
the close. Chlorate of potash is in good re- 
quest. Inthe early part of the week 5d was 
accepted, but at the close 5'4g@5'4d are nearest 
values, and there are few sellers for early 
delivery. Bicarbonate of soda is moving off at 
£4 10s@4 15s, but the demand is not active.” 

Carbonated soda ash, 48%, has received little 
attention during the past week. Buyers con- 
fine their purchases to such lots as are needed 
for immediate consumption, and show no anx- 
iety for the future. The tone of the market is 
steady, and prices remain at 125@1 27¢c, as to 
quantity and brand, for goods to arrive, and 
1 30@1 35c for small lots on the spot. 

Caustic soda ash presents no new features, 
There is nothing doing outside of the usual 
small business, but as the offerings are light, 


holders firmly maintain spot prices at 125@ 


1 We, according to quantity. For goods to ar- 
rive, the quotations are 1 224%@1 25c, but these 
figures are more or less nominal, as there is 
very little inquiry for futures. 

Refined alkali remains quiet and unchanged. 
Buyers entirely neglect 36% which is nominal 
in price. For 48% there is a moderate jobbing 
demand which is supplied at 1 2246@1 25c, as to 
quantity. In 58% there is a moderate business 
and prices remain at 1 15@1 17\4éc, though large 
buyers could probably do a little better. 

Caustic soda is sympathizing to some extent 
with the upward movement in Liverpool, but 
the absence of important demand prevents 
any decided advance in prices here. For 60%, 
2 30@2 35c as to quantity is still quoted as ac- 
ceptable, but for 70 and 74% holders now ask 
2 WO? 2gc, though they might be induced to 
accept a shade less on a large order, 

English sal soda is lower, the recent arrival, 
coming on a comparatively dull market, com- 
pelling holders to reduce their pretensions. 
For lots ex dock 90@92\¢c will now be accepted 
and for store lots %c is quoted. The depres- 
sion is expected to be only temporary, as it is 
thought that the market will recover as soon 
as the surplus stock isdisposed of. 

Bleaching powder is without animation, buy- 
ers supplying their wants as they occur, 
Prices are more or less nominal at 1 8744@1 90, 
four spot goods, and 1 85@1 87ée for stock to 


arrive. 
Acids. 

Acetic acid continues to rule quiet, with 
stocks only called for in a small way, at our 
unchanged quotations of 244@2%%c as to quan- 
tity and quality. 

Muriatic and nitric acids are not wanted to 
any extent, and buyers are only supplying 
their actual wants. Former prices continue 
to be quoted, 

Oxalic acid—The manufacturers have ar- 
rived at a better understanding, and as a con- 
sequence values have advanced considerably.

Utilizing Alkali Waste. 


In discussing the condition of the alkali in- 
dustry the Pharmaceutical Journal and Trans- 
actions of Lon .on concludes with the follow- 
ing pertinent remarks: 

Another circumstance bearing upon the 
future of the alkali manufacture is the work- 
ing of what is termed alkali waste, which has 
hitherto been to a great extent a source of 
nuisance. A most interesting process has 
lately been introduced by Messrs. Chance 
Brothers for saving the whole of the sulphur 
contained in this waste material. The quan- 
tity of it that is now produced annually is no 
less than 1,500,000 tons, and there are vast ac- 
cumulations of it that have resulted from the 
working of many years. At Widnes, in Lan- 
cashire, these deposits cover an area of 450 
acres and contain about eight million tons of 
the material. This is added to day by day to 
the extent of a thousand tons daily. The 
amount of sulphur in this material is about 15 
per cent., and with a practicable means of 
recovery it would constitute a sulphur mine 
at the very seat of the works where 
that material is required. On this account, 
Messrs. Chance’s method of utilization prom- 
ises to be a most important improvement for 
the alkali manufacture, as well as a great 
benefit as regards the sanitary localities where 
alkali works are situated. Aaother prrocess 
now actively carried out at Widnes for the 
same purpose is that introduced by Messrs, 
Parnell and Simpson. Thisis a combination of 
the ammonia process with that of Leblanc. 
It is alreadv at work on a large scale, but suffi- 
cient time has not elapsed for the commercial 
results to be known. It may, however, be 
anticipated that by one or other of these pro- 








source of nuisance and inconvenience, will 
soon be done away with, 

In addition to the illustrations above afford- 
ed of the benefit arising from the application 
of scientific knowledge in the manufactures, 
another is presented by the production of am- 
monia sal‘s. The principal source of them is 
gas liquor, which was formerly got rid of by 
any means and with difficulty, but is now ad- 
vantageously worked and gives a yearly sup- 
ply of more than a hundred thousand tons of 
sulphate of ammonia, having a market value 
of about a million anda quarter sterling. A 
further large production of ammonia salts is 
now carried out at the shale dis- 
tilling works and at iron works, 
as well as in the manufacture of coke. 
This is effected by washing the gaseous pro- 
ducts given off and condensing the ammonia 
contained inthem. The introduction of new 
methods of carbonizing and treating fuel may 
also be expected to have the result of increas- 
ing still more the supply of ammonia from 
such sources. These improvements may to 
seme extent be ascribed to the operation of 
the Alkali Act, and it is satisfactory to learn 
that manufacturers who at first dreaded in- 
spection under that Act as an unwelcome that 
it has been an aid in the management of their 
works and a benefit rather than the reverse.

Artificial Coloring Matters. 
The possibility that some of the numerous 
pigments now produced synthetically may be 
used for the purpose of coloring articles of 


food lends importance to any experiments that 
may be made as to their physiological action 
Studies of the action of a few such compounds 
upon the animal organism have been made 
incidentally in the course of an investigation 
undertaken by Herr Wey! as to the relation 
between chemical constitutions and physio- 
logical action. Of the “nitroso” coloring 
compounds, only the *“ naphtol-green B.” was 
examined, and this proved innocuous when 
administered to dogs in doses of one or two 
grams daily for a fortnight. Of the “nitro” 
compounds the dinitrocresol, or “ saffron sub- 
stitute,” has already been reporteg as non-in- 
jurious. “ Martius yellow,” ordinitro-a-naph- 
tol, which is well tolerated by rabbits, killed 
medium sized dogs when small doses were 
given by the stomach. A dog weighing 6,850 
grams, to which a half gram dose was given on 
two successive days, and a gram of the more 
soluble sodium salt on the third, died on the 
fourth day. Less than a gram sufficed to 
cause the death of a similar dog when ad- 
ministered subcutaneously. It is noteworthy, 
however, that a sulpho acid of ‘“ Martius 
yellow,” known as “naphtol yellow S.,” 
proved innocuous to dogs even when adminis- 
tered in four times those quantities. Picric 
acid, a “nitro’’ compound, has been long 
known to be poisonous. Concerning “ auran- 
tias’ there seems to be some conflict of 
statement, which possibly finds an explana- 
tion in the occurrence of two isomeric com- 
pounds in commerce, an “aurantia™ from 
the Berlin aniline manufactory having been 
found non-poisonous to rabbits, whilst one 
from Basle is said to have proved very injur- 
ious to men. Among the “azo” coloring 
eompounds none that is poisonous has yet 
been met with by Herr Weyl. On the other 
hand, three “saffranin’ preparations were 
all of them found to exercise a toxic action.

The portion of the process to which the fol- 
lowing remarks principally relate is the so- 
called carbonization, i. e., the conversion of 
the salt by ammonium bicarbonate into sodium 

. bicarbonate,with the formation of ammonium 
chloride, This operation Is probably the most 
important of the whole process from a chemi- 
cal view. 

This conversion is expressed by the simple 
chemical formula: 

NaCl + NH,HCO,;=NaHCOs + NH,CL. 

In practice, the change would be more cor- 
rectly expressed by another formula, because 
ammonium bicarbonate is not directly added 
to the solution, but ammonia gas. which by 
the introduction of carbon dioxide is first con- 
verted into ammonium carbonate and then 
into the bicarbonate. The formula therefore 
would be: 

NH, + NaCl+CO, + HyzO= NaHCO, +NH,Cl. 

As can readily be shown by experiment, 
when the solutions are not too dilute, the pre- 
cipitation of sodium bicarbonate takes place, 
under the most varied relations between the 
ammonia and salt, but the quantity of sodium 
chloride decomposed will also vary. When a 
quantitative conversion of the salt is to be 


effected, the concentration and the proportion | 


between the two bodies must be very care- 
fully chosen.

I can only agree with the latter 
view; I have never been able to effect a com- 
plete separation. Although I have made 
many most varied experiments, I could obtain 
no greater precipitation than 4-5 of the so- 
dium. Whether the alkaline carbonate re- 
maining in the solution, after the complete 
carbonization has been effected, is present as 
the ammonium or sodium compound, it is 
difficult to determine. I assume that it is the 
former, because in the solution the soda being 
r the stronger base will probably also be com- 
bined with the stronger acid. Regarding the 
amount of precipitation, | would observe that 
itis especially dependent upon the relation 
between the quantity of salt and agwmonia, 
and also to the temperature. To what extent 
the pressure under which the conversion takes 
place influences the precipitation, I will not 
F enter upon at present, but it seems to exert 
; but little influence.

According to the above we have two series of 
ammoniacal salt solutions, namely: 

1. Concentrated solutions, which contain as 
much salt as the ammonia present will permit. 

2. Dilute solutions, which contain less salt 
than they are able to hold. 

As a great many solutions are possible in each 
series, it is evident that the ammonia soda 
chemist has an infinite number of solutions to 
choose from. In order to arrive at the proper 
| solution, for the given relations, it is necessary 
| to determine the influence of the various con- 
centrations upon the precipitation of the bi- 
| carbonate, 

Of the large number of experiments which 
I made for this purpose, I give a few below. 
Their number might readily be increased, but 
I think they are sufficient to show the in- 
fluence of the various degrees of concentra- 
tion. 

The experiments, the results of which are 
contained in the table below, are mostly made 
in duplicate, and the same conditions were al- 
ways observed. ‘This is necessary because 
otherwise different results would be obtained 
| with solutions of the same strength, The car- 
| bonization must be continued to complete 
| saturation, and a uniform temperature main- 
| tained, because the solubility of the bicarbon- 
ate depends upon the latter. In these ex peri- 
ments the temperature was kept quite high 
(18°C.) to prevent the separation of ammonium 
chloride, which would very much change the 
results obtained by my method, 





In cach experiment 05 liter ammoniacal 
salt solution was employed. The carboniza- 
| tion was effected in Woulff’s bottles, and the 
carbon dioxide generated in a Kipp’s appar- 
}atus. Precautions were taken to prevent 
either moisture of hydrochloric acid from en- 
tering the bottle used for carbonization, in 
order to prevent the dilution of the solution, 
and the formation of ammonium chloride, 


The quantity of the precipitated sodium bi- 
carbonate cannot be directly estimated, be- 
cause it is completely saturated with the 
mother liquor. This would require removal, 
which can only be effected by washing. During 
this operation a partial solution of the sodium 
bicarbonate cannot be avoided. I have, there- 
fore, chosen the following method for deter- 
miring the conversion that has taken place. 

10 ce. of the solution filtered from the bicar- 
bonate, were evaporated in a platinum dish, 
and dried at 105°C., after which the res- 
idue was ignited and again weighed. In 
this way I obtained by the first 
weighing the total quantity of saltsyand by the 
second the quantity of sodium chloride. The 
difference between the two weighings is ammo- 
nium chloride, The results thus found are per- 
fectly accurate, as L have shown by a number 
of analyses. All the estimations given in the 
table were made in duplicate, and the results 
are the averages, 

Each molecule of ammonium chloride found 
corresponds to one molecule of salt, which has 
been converted into sodium bicarbonate, The 
quantity of bicarbonate precipitated can there- 
fore readily be calculated. 








From the relation between the sodium chlo- 
ride found and the quantity of sodium chloride 
corresponding to the ammonium chloride found 
plus the sodium chloride found, the amount of 
conversion is calculated, e. g.

German Chemical and @lass Industries. 


REPORTS OF THE GERMAN CHAMBERS OF COM- 
MERCE CONTINUED. 


In spite of the rise in prices of the raw 
materials, the tar color industry continued in 
a state of uninterrupted falling in prices. 
Still the low biddings finally ceased to some 
extent with each each fresh transaction. Some 
recompense, however, came to the assistance 
of manufacturers in the form of specialties 
protected by patents. The Badish Aniline and 
Soda Fabrik was well occupied during 1887. At 
the close of the year the number of workmen 
employed was 3,000. The net profits amounted 
to 4,700,000 marks (£235,000) as against 4,400,000 
marks (£220,000) in 1886. Thus this company 

















was able to declare a dividend of 16 per cent. 
as against 15 per cent. in 1886, and 12 per cent. 
in 1885. The increase was attained through 
the considerable expansion of the turnover. 
A factory situated in the Mannheim commer- 
cial district which exclusively produces ani- 
line dyes, also describes the business last year 
as having been more active than in the pre- 
vious one, but complains that in consequence 
of the large quantities offering, prices for the 
most part have still further receded. From the 
report of the chamber of Commerce at Barmen, 
we learn that the dye manufactories situated in 
that district have been well and permenantly 
occupied; still, except in cases where patented 
articles and specialties were under considera- 
tion, the business transacted has yielded but 
small profits. According to accounts from Col- 
ogne the trade in alizarine was very brisk 
during the second half of the year 
but in spite of this the selling prices 
have not improved, although arising tendency 
must be noted in the raw materials. The ex- 
ports in 1887 of aniline and by-products of the 
tar color industry were 2,136,300 kilos. (2,136 
tons) as against 1,698,700 kilos. (1,698 tons) in 
1886, while of aniline dyes and other tar color 
products (including alizarine) 6,542,000 kilos. 
(6,542 tons) were exported in 1887 as compared 
with 5,702,400 kilos. (5,702 tons) in 1886. By ex- 
perts it is computed that seven-cighths of the 
entire quanti#y of colors produced in Ger- 
many are exported. 

The mineral dye industry was hardly ina 
favorable position during the year report«d 
upon, suffering especially from the un- 
favorable surroundings of duties. From the 
Mannheim district it is reported that the glass 
trade and that of varnishes isin a satisfactory 
condition, Still it is unfortunate that a de- 
clension in prices goes hand in hand with an 
improved demand, The German varnish man- 
ufacturers hope that the concession of dena- 
turing spirit with oil of turpentine, which has 
been conceded to them, will remain for the 
future permanently in force, and that they 
willbe spared the necessity of using pyridine 
bases, 

From the reports which havecome to hand 
from Dresden and Chemnitz, it would appear 
that the manufacture of etheric oils and es- 
sences has been so far satisfactory, taking 
matters on the whole. The Italian and Aus- 
trian customs’ tariffs, which have been raised, 
have rendered business with those countries a 
matter of difficulty. Thedemand from Amer- 
ica was more satisfactory. The markets in 
Australia became more difficult to deal with 
on account of the increase in duties and tran- 
sit charges, as well as by the raising of the 
freight. According to the accounts of the 
“Oldest Merchant of Berlin,” those engaged 
in the soap trade have been able toavail them- 
selves of extraordinary low prices as regards 
raw materials, but, in opposition to this, the 
competition for an extension of trade gave 
rise tosuch concessions in prices that manu- 
facturers were left without the slightest mar- 
gin of profit. We gather from a report of the 
Offenbach Chamber of Commerce that the 
soap industry has not received the slightest 
support from the railway companies. For 
years past the manufacturers have appealed 
in vain for “ordinary soap” to be included in 
the cheaper rate of carriage for second class 
goods. From the reportof the Breslau Cham- 
ber of Commerce we gather that the trade in 
soft soaps has been peculiarly unfavorable, as 
far as contracts for large deliveries are con- 
cerned. In the report of the Neuss Cham- 
ber of Commerce we notice complaints be- 
ing made with regard to the abnormally 
low prices of soft soaps, which have led to 
many manufacturers producing soap adulter- 
ated with potato flour. Should the demand 
for a cheap article continue, then all other 
makers would have to follow suit in order to 
avoid losing the greater part of their custom- 
ers. The export trade in soap has consider- 
ably decreased, as, in many countries, high 
duties have been imposed, while other difficul- 
ties have been placed in the way of importa- 
tion. The Barmen Chamber of Commerce re- 
ports that the demand for glycerine has been 
considerably curtailed, inasmuch as the dy- 
namite manufactories now in part distil their 
own crude glycerine, or cover their own re- 
quirements by cheap purchases abroad. The 
export trade to North America, which was 
formerly of such a profitable nature, has lately 
ceased entirely, owing to an alteration in the 
tariff. 

According to the reports received from Ber- 
lin the gunpowder manufacturers, judging 
from the reports and dividends of the various 
joint stock companies, have not had as bril- 
liant a time of it as they had in the previous 

year, In the annual report of the Wurtem- 


























borg Chambers of Commerce and Industry,we 
glean from the statement made by the Direec- 
tors of the Roltiveil-Hamburg powder works 
that the export trade in gunpowder has con- 
siderably increased, so much so that even with 
full work the demands for prompt delivery 
could not be complied with. The development 
of the African trade continues to increase 
more and more, The frequent and accelerated 
communications between Hamburg and Africa 
have attracted a large amount of trade to the 
former place, so much so, that English houses, 
who play a most important part in the com- 
merce of the African coast, have given their 
orders to Hamburg, shipping German powder 
in place of English. The powder industry in 
North America has become considerably 
strengthened, and as regards German powder 
frequently appears in South America as an 
undesirable competitor. The firm named 
above is ncw directing especial attention to 
the manufacture of their new smokeless pow- 
der R. C. P. for small-bore arms, and which is 
now in course of production. The explosive 
styled “securit” is daily becoming more in de- 
mand, being preferred in many cases dynamite 
on account $f its absolute non-dangerous 
character. By altering the composition of 
“securit” the firm has produced another ex- 
plosive, which offers special advantages of 
complete security from the action of light- 
ning, while the price is not much dearer than 
ordinary blasting powder. 

The glass industry in the districts of Dres- 
den, Coltbus, Gorlitz, ete. had, according toa 
report of the oldest Berlin merchant, the ad- 
vantage of being in a satisfactory position 
from the end of the first quarter, there having 
been a good demand for plate glass. Again, 
the demand for hollow glass had improved. 
We gather from the report of the large Dres- 
den works that the demand had been onacon- 
tinuously large scale,which is to be accounted 
for by the enormous development of the bot- 
tled beer trade. The export to the United 
States of North America reached the enor- 
mous total, never previously attained, of one 
million marks, £50,000 or about 50 per cent. in 
exce:s of the exports in 1886. For lamp glasses 
the demand has been brisk, large orders hav- 
ing been booked, nevertheless prices have 
been by no means remunerative. During the 
last two quarters the Saxon and Silesian man- 
ufacturers of plate glass, hollow glass and 
silvered glass could only execure their orders 
with great difficulty, while almost every arti- 
cle obtained rather more remunerative 
prices. The finer grades of silyered glass are 
being shipped to North and South America, 
England, China and Japan. Regarding the 
glass works in the west of Germany, the re- 
ports from the Minden district state that 
trade there has, on the whole, been satisfac- 
tory. From the Dortmund district, on the 
other hand, accounts are the reverse of favor- 
able; this center, as also that of Aachen, are 
both suffering from the great competition 
offered by Belgium. In this country wages 
are from 25 to 40 per cent, lower than in Ger- 
many. The “Rhenania’ chemical works were 
notable to dispose of their entire output of 
window glass in Germany; they were com- 
pelle to sell a portion of the same in Bel- 
gium ata heivy loss, and it was only by these 
tactics that they were enabled to keep three 
of their five furnaces in work during the year. 
The glass works on the Saar were wel! supplied 
with orders for sheet glass, but here again 
Belgian competition had its effect, and prices 
had to be reduced. Hanover, Bromberg and 
Stolp report satisfactorily upon the state of 
trade generally. According to the report of 
the chemical works of Theodor Schuchardt, in 
Gorlitz, the construction of railways in Cana- 
da, the United States and [ndia has resulted in 
a demand for immense quantities of green, 
blue and red sheet glass for signal lamps. The 
production of metallic oxides necessary for 
the production of this furnished uninter- 
rupted work for this factory, the orders 
emanating almost exclusively from English 
firms. In the same manner we find that Ital- 
ian, French and Austrian hollow and fine glass 
manufactories were actively engaged in filling 
orders for the colonies and the east, which 
fact also favorably influenced the manufac- 
ture of oxides. Earthenware experienced the 
usual demand; the great competition among 
the Saxon, Silesian and Thuringian manufac- 
turers has continued, rendering any improve- 
ment in prices entirely out of the question; 
North America bought sparingly, while the 
exportation to England for the Indian mar- 
ket and to Scandinavia was brisk, Italy also 
buying freely. The earthenware trade of 
Upper Bavaria is feeling the effects of active 
competition, as, owing to the low tarilf of 
duty, large quantities of earthenware are be- 
ingimported from Austria, where these goods 
are turned out at very low figures. The royal 
porcelain works at Meissen state, in their an- 
nual report, that business has been of a nor- 
mal character, while the royal porcelain 
works at Berlin have been deluged with orders 
for costly decorative articles, dinner services, 
dessert services, etc. The earthenware ex- 
ported from Germany is ‘tated to be 114,738 
double ewts. (11,473 tons), as compared with 

101,29 double ewts. (10,129 tons) in 1886, 

With regard to the cement trade, we gather 
from the Stettin reports that the depressed 
prices which ruled at the commencement of 
the year improved towards the middle of the 
year very considerably, owing to an improved 
demand not only from the home trade but 













































































































































also from exporters, so that the average Price 
was not below that of 1886 but, on the con- 
trary, somewhat in excess of same. Konigs- 
berg reports a very brisk trade in this article, 
the market never hay ing before experienced 
such activity. The Chambers of Commerce 
for Offenbach and Upper Bavaria also report 
favorably. Still the latter chamber reports 
that exportation to Austria has been rendered 
almost impracticable owing to the heavy du- 
ties, while the Austrian cement manufactu- 
rers, who have inordinately cheap labor at 
their disposal, are exporting their production 
into Germany duty free. The works situated 
in the commercial district of Mannheim were 
extremely busy. According to Stettin ad- 
vices the exports of cement amounted to 
365,915 tons in 1886 and 398,983 tons in 1887, while 
the imports were 34.997 tons in 1886 and 38,433 
tons in 1887.—Chemiker Zeitung.

The commercial year for Charleston, §. C., 
which closed on Friday week was not in the 
beginning considered especially promising, 
but turned out to be for Charleston one of 
the most gratiying periods in the commercial 
life of the city. To give the result in the 
briefest and most pointed way, there was an 
increase of about 20 per cent. in the gross bus 
iness of the city as compared with the year 
1886-87 says the News and Courier. 

The past year has been one of great depres- 
sion in the. value of phosphates; many times it 
was difficult to make sales. But the natural 
result soon followed, and it became very hard 
for companies to fill orders with the rapidity 
thatthey came in. For it does not matter 
how depressed this trade is elsewhere, there is 
required here a fair share of all the rock 
mined to make our own fertilizers, and to this 
extent all mining products are always in de- 
mand, All the companies overhaul the works 
and acid chambers some time during the year, 
so that they would seem to be busy nearly the 
entire time. It is to be regretted that a good 
understanding between the land and river 
companies has been a difficult question, and 
sales of river rock on this account made 
abroad at very low prices. 

As there are over 500,000 tons of South Caro- 
lina phosphate rock sold yearly and consumed,

FERTILIZERS, 

In this trade this year it happened that the 
“arly bird was not the one to catch the worm, 
for the anxious seller never realized the best 
| prices, but after the first demand from the 
regular trade was over, the market was apa- 
thetic and many companies made sales that 
they would not have accepted at the opening 
of the season. Prices then underwent a fur- 
ther decline, falling $1 to $150 per ton, when 
several large sales were made to prominent 
parties. There was a sharp reaction and prices 
advanced fully $2 to $250 per ton. Many par- 
cels that were purchased on speculation were 
allowed to go to the companies’ customers at 
a profit. 

The volume of business assumed enormous 
proportions, amounting to 181,992 tons, and at 
least 25.00% tons more than will be shipped in 
the coming season’s business, allowing that 
our Richmond friends, Messrs. Allison & Addi- 
son, will complete the Berkeley,at the railroad 
junction, in time for work this season. The 
companies, without an exception, all made 
money, many not as much as they should, but 
the heavy sales of all the companies enabled 
them to make aclean sweep of their stock, 
something that has not happened to them al- 
together before in many years. The Februa- 
ry shipments were about 54,000 tons; now as- 
sume each car that was needed took 15 tons: 
it wouldthen have required 3,600 cars, or 129 
cars daily during the month to remove it. 





The season has been a satisfactory one to all, 
and all the companies are in good ordor for 
the coming fall business, many making exten- 
sive additions and repairs. 

The amount of imports is very satisfactory, 
showing a falling off in kainit of over 5,000 
tons, and in fertilizers of over 3,000 tons, for 
we certainly should be able to undersell any 
foreign manufacturers of commercial man- 
ures.

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Estimation of Glycerin. 
BY V. PLANCHON, 

Fox and Wanklyn have recently published a 
new method for the estimation of glycerin 
based upon the fact, that glycerin when ox 
idized by potassium permanganade in a 
strongly alkaline solution is decomposed with 
the formation of water, carbon dioxide, and 
oxalic acid, according to equation: 

C3H;(OH)s +60=Cy0.(OH), + COg +3H,O. 

It then sutlices simply to estimate the quan- 
tity of oxalic acid formed, to calculate from 
it the quantity of glycerin oxidized. 

This method when employed with pure 
aqueous solutions of glycerin gives very ap- 
proximate vesults; but it requires much time 
and labor. The solution must be filtered from 
avery voluminous precipitate of manganese 
peroxide, and this must be washed and then 
the oxalic acid must be determined in the fil- 
trate. 

In examining this method of oxidizing gly- 
cerin, [have found that this body is readily 
and completely oxidized by potassium per- 
manganate in acid solution. While the gly- 
cerin in alkaline solution gives oxalie acid, 
it is completely decomposed in acid solution 
and converted into water and carbon dioxide, 
as follows: 

C,H; (OH), +70 =3C0, +4H,0. 

The oxidation is easily effected, and might 
be used as a lecture experiment. 100 cc. of a 
solution containing 0°5 gms. gvlycerin is mixed 
with 42 gms. pulverized potassium perman- 
ganate and 100 ce. water, containing ce sul- 
phuric acid. At first no reaction is observed, 
but on gradually heating the mixture,bubbles 
of carbon dioxide are seen to rise, when the 
temperature reaches 40°C., and at a higher 
temverature the evolution of gas becomes 
abundant and regular. On finally boiling, the 
decomposition is completed, and the carbon 
dioxide expelled. 

For the estimation of the carbon dioxide 
evolved under these conditions, several meth- 
ods may be employed. The most simple ap- 
pears to me to be to pass the gas througha 
series of absorption tubes, the first of which 
would absorb the moisture, while the follow- 
ing ones were filled with soda lime for collect- 
ing the carbon dioxide.

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How to Safely Use Petroleum for Fuel. 


The Assoclated Factory Mutual Insurance 
Companies have something to say out of their 
experience with petroleum for fuel which is 
of interest to underwriters. 

The hazards attending the use of petroleum 
as fuel are largely of a controllable nature anl 
are dependent almostentirely upon the pre- 
cautions taken in regard to its storage and 
use. 

The tanks should be of iron, placed upoa 
solid foundations and fitted with tight covers 
provided with ventilating pipes for the re- 
moval of any vapor passing off from the oil. 

The tank should be situated where they will 
not constitute an exposure to the buildings in 
case of tire. It is very desirable that the main 
tank at least if not above ground, should be 
surrounded by a pike or embankment enclos- 
ing a space sufliciently large to accommodate 
the whole contents of the tank withont over- 
flow. 

There should be two tanks; the main tank 
being placed where it could receive the supply 
discharged from the tank cars by gravity, 
whence it may be pumped into the smaller or 
distributing tank which feeds the oil directly 
to the burners. 

An overtlow-pipe in the distributing tank 
should be placed so as to discharge any excess 
of oil back into the reservoir tank, 

Pipes should be placed underground as far 
as possible; the various connections should be 
supplied with valves for cutting off the tlow of 
oil when desired: 

If the oil isadmitted to the burners before a 
flame is placed in the furnace, tlashes or explo- 
sions are almost sure to follow, and it is abso- 
lutely necessary for safety that a burning 
torch or other flame be placed in the furnace 
before the oil is let on to the burners. 

‘The above requirements may te modified as 
needed, according to the circumstances per- 
taining to the use of oil fuel for metal working
